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Board of Health Has Hearing 
On Petition for Cemetery at 
Esty Property in Oak Hill 

Brookline Water Department Objects, But State Board Of 
Health Has Approved Use of Adjoining Land 


The Newton Board of Health held a 
public hearing on Monday night at 
City Hall on the petition of the Holy- 
hood Cemetery Association for a per- 
mit to use about 58 acres of land near 
Dedham st.. Oak Hill, for an addition 
to St. Joseph’s Cemetery. John Mad- 
den. chairman of the Board of Health, 
presided and Informed the 30 persons 
present that only the matter of health 
could be discussed at the hearing, and 
not questions of zoning, streets or 
building. Dr. Harold Chope, health 
officer of Newton read the statute per- 
taining to the use of land for a ceme- 
tery. Bx-Alderman Dennis M. Cronin 
appeared as attorney for the petition- 
ers. He said that St. Joseph’s Ceme- 
tery Is rapidly being filled and the 
land In question is the only property 
available for an addition. He pre- 
sented Everett Brooks, a civil engi- 
neer of Newton, who explained the 
plans for the use of the Esty farm as 
the cemetery addition. 

James M. Driscoll of Brookline, su- 
perintendent of St. Joseph’s and Holy- 
hood cemeteries said that several years 
ago he had been asked to buy the 
Mick land at Oak Hill as an addition 
to the cemetery, but this land Is swam- 
py and not suited for cemetery pur- 
poses. The soil at the Esty land la 
of sand and gravel, suited for ceme- 
tery purposes, and an adequate safe- 
guard against any pollution seeping 
into the Charles River. He referred 
to Evergreen Cemetery Immediately 
adjacent to Chestnut Hill reservoir; 
Motint Feake Cemetery at Waltham, on 
the Charles River directly opposite the 
pumping station of the Waltham Wa- 
ter works, and two cemeteries at Na- 
tick adjoining basins of the Metropoli- 
tan water system, as evidence that 
cemeteries have not been considered 
menaces to water supplies. He said 
that Saw Mill Brook which drains both 
Holyhood and St. Joseph’s Cemeteries, 
and runs directly through the latter, 
empties Into the Charles River at the 
Brookline water reservation, and has 
caused no pollution. Mr. Driscoll said 
that much work vrould have to be done 
at the Esty farm to grade and prepare 
it for cemetery purposes. 

.Tames P. Esty of Dedham st.. Oak 
Hill, said he has lived beside St. Jos- 
eph Cemetery since It was started 
over 40 years ago and that It has been 
well kept and Is as beautiful in parts 
as Is Newton Cemetery. He said that 
two cemeteries are now located near 
the Charles River at the West Roxbury- 
Newton line: the Mount Lebanon Jew- 
ish Cemetery and Gethsemane Ceme- 
tery. owned by the Lutherans. He 
added that the proposed cemetery 
will be a considerable distance from 
the Newton water reservation. 

Joseph Carroll, also as attorney for 
the petitioners, said he had conferred 
with Mr. Weston of the State Board of 
Health and was told by this official 
that the Mount Lebanon Cemetery had 
not been considered any menace to 
the Brookline water supply, and that 
the State Board of Health would give 
similar assurance regarding the pro- 
posed cemetery on the Esty land. Mr. 
Carroll read a letter from Henry D. 
Chadwick. State Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Health In which the latter stated 
that he w'ould approve the use of land 
adjoining the Esty farm and just over 
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the West Roxbury line for cemetery 
purposes. 

Henry S. Cummings, representing 
the Oak Hill Improvement Association, 
opposed the use of the Esty farm for 
cemetery purposes. He read a letter 
which gave eight reasons for object- 
ing to the cemetery. The letter fol- 
lows: — 

1. We do not welcome any devel- 
opment in Oak Hill except for those 
uses for which it Is now zoned — name- 
ly, residential. 

2. We are not in favor of Increas- 
ing nontaxable land as every acre so 
subtracted from the whole serves as a 
leverage in increasing proportionately 
taxes on what remains. 

3. We do not feel the City has ade- 
(luate Reservation to protect Its water 
supply — particularly if sewerage from 
residential development or cemetery 
proximity to it is considered. If the 
City intecids to depend on water 
cured from wells rather than hitch- 
ing into the Metropolitan System it 
should acquire all the land that may be 
necessary to satisfy any doubt as to 
safety and purity. 

4. The topography of the Esty land 
is not suited to Cemetery use Inas- 
much as there Is a thirty-eight (38) 
foot drop toward the Charles River 
making pollution of surface water dis- 
tinctly unsafe for use and considerable 
((ucstion us to its effect on the ground 
water supply. 

5. We believe that there already 
exists adequate Cemetery facilities In 
Newton to care for Its particular needs 
and that the St. Joseph’s Cemetery rep- 
re.sents primarily a demand for expan- 
sion for non-residents. 

fi. We know that owners of Real 
FJstate located within a half mile 
area are nearly 100 per cent opposed 
and concerned over the Intrusion of a 
cemetery In their midst. 

7. As we see It, the City of New- 
ton will gain nothing by permitting a 
Cemetery to acquire a foothold on this 
land In the Oak Hill District — rather 
it will lose substantially in potential 
tax return: and seriously retard If 
not prevent residential development 
in one of the most promising sections 
of land which remains undeveloped 
at the present time. 

S. Besides, we believe the Health 
Department should recognize the 
strong objection of the Water Depart- 
ments of both the City of Newton and 
the Town of Brookline who believe 
there Is a health menace Involved and 
who doubtless will appear here per- 
sonally to record their protest and 
strong opposition. 

Because of these several reasons we 
hope very sincerely that you will 
recommend to the Claims & Rules Com- 
mittee that you do not favor the grant- 
ing of the Petition.” 

Ex-Alderman Edward H. Powers said 
he was neither favoring nor opposing 
the petition, but he wished to correct 
one of the alleged reasons given by 
Mr. Cummings In opposition to the 
granting of the cemetery permit — to 
wit “that there already exists ade- 
quate cemetery facilities In Newton to 
care for its particular needs, and that 
the St. Joseph’s Cemetery represents 
primarily a demand for expansion for 
non-residents.” Powers said that there 
is not. and never has been a Catholic 
cemetery In Newton. Wendell R. 
Mick of 370 Dedham st. said that St. 
Joseph’s Cemetery corporation has op- 
tions on land owned by the Tomasello 
and Wiswall estates In addition to the 
Esty laml. This statement was contra- 
dicted by Henry Bruen, a trustee of 
th*‘ cemetery corporation. 

W. H. Busluiway, superintendent of 
the Brookline Water Department op- 
l)osed the petition. Ho said the Brook- 
line department always opposes any- 
thing that may possibly menace Its 
water supply. He said that the supply 
is derived from wells. 30 to 00 feet 
deep, located near the bank of the 
Charles River, and there might 
be the possibility of seepage from 
the proposed cemetery reaching 
Into these wells. He admitted

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At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Colby of Ward 7 referred to recent 
acts of vandalism at the old cemetery 
on Centre st., Newton. He produced a 
news Item and photograph published 
in the Boston Herald on April 22. tell- 
ing of desecration at the cemetery, and 
he read an article from the Newton 
Graphic which staled that the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen should take 
action to protect the old cemetery by 
having a high fence built around it. 
Alderman Colby said that the ceme- 
tery is one of the moat historic shrines 
in New’ton. and that a WPA project 
could be well assigned to improving 
the old burial ground and providing It 
with protection from vandals. He said 
that last year he had inspected the 
cemetery in company with Alderman 
Rawson and Ex-Alderman Melcher, 
that subsequently Alderman Rawson 
had requested Mayor Childs to recom- 
mend an appropriation for a fence 
to surround the burial place. Alder- 
man Colby offered a resolution asking 
the Mayor to take steps to protect the 
cemetery from vandalism. Alderman 
Rawson seconded the resolution and 
the Board unanimously voted to adopt 
It. 

The Aldermen appropriated $22,750 
for materials in connection with WPA 
projects in Newton, but made the pro- 
vi.so that only $3500 of this amount 
shall be used at present. This will he 
used in work at Allison Pit playground 
at Nonantum and Edmands Park at 
f’abot Woods. The balance. $10,250 
— will not be used until the Board of 
Aldermen gives further approval. It la 
intended to be divided as follows: 
construction of 300 benches (work to 
be done at Auburndale) for various 
parks in Newton. $2250: improvement 
of Cabot Park playground. $10,000: 
improvements and changes at high 
school athletic Held. $7000. An appro- 
priation of $290,000 was made, for the 
construction of the new Franklin 
School at West Newton. A bond issue 
was authorized to finance this appro 
))riation. Other appropriations in- 
cluded — materials for WPA work in 
building wall at water department 
yard on Watertown st., $500: concrete 
driveway at supply yard. $190; Water 
Department, eliminating dead-ends 
and replacing mains, $4985; exten- 
sion of water mains in Waban ave, 
nd other roads, $2590 : for serial bonds 
iiiul payment of interest. $10,639: pay- 
ment of court judgment on claim of 
Blanchard Lumber Company. $306.53. 
An issue of $50,000 on water bonds 
was authorized. For a flag and trophy 
case at War Memorial Hall $550 was 
appropriated. 

An offer of $750 was received from 
William & Merrill Nutting for a par- 
cel of land owned by the city on 
Vaughan ave. A petition was received 
from William Walker for a permit to 
build an addition to his house at 19 
Bernard st. over a sewer easement. 
Wesley Furbush withdrew his petition 
for a permit to display used cars on a 
lot at 979 Watertown st. The Board 
refused to take action on another pro- 
test from Martin McMorrow of 717 
Washington st. against night work 
lit a garage repair shop at 719 Wash- 
ington st. He states his family cannot 
sleep because of the noise. 

The Alderman voted to approve a 
ommunication from the Playground 
Commission which provides for a re- 
turn to the city by the Metropolitan 
District Commission of 4 1/4 acres of 
land adjoining the Auburndale play- 
ground. and the assumption by tho 
city of the care and control of the road 
from Islington rd. to the Waltham 
line. A claim w'as received from Al- 
lice Andrews for injuries received 
when she fell on an alleged defective 
sidewalk at 24 Oxford rd. on March 
28. A petition was received from 
.leska Cohnstrom asking for a permit

THE NEW TAX RATE 

The announcement of the 1938 tax rate of $30.20, an in- 
crease of $1.80 per thousand gives a new all-time high in the 
assessment on the property of Newton residents. Much of this 
increase is due to the necessity of providing for an amount of 
$228,000 which was appropriated in 1937 after the budget 
and tax rate for last year had been set. Most of these funds 
were used for the meeting of an underestimate of welfare costs. 

Newspaper reports inaccurately place the responsibility for 
the increase upon the refusal of the aldermen to borrow against 
tax titles. The inaccuracy of this is evident when it is con- 
sidered that appropriations made for 1938 are somewhat under 
the estimated requirements. Welfare estimates are based on 
last year’s figures although it is generally admitted that it 
will be necessary to find additional sums before another six 
months has gone by. In addition there is but little surplus 
available as against a much larger figure a year ago. A $3.00 
increase would have been needed to provide for probable con- 
tingent expenses to be required before the end of the year. 


AND THE PROSPECTS FOR NEXT YEAR 

Although the Newton tax rate has been increased to a new 
high figure it is already expected that another rise is in pros- 
pect for 1939. Although this is not a pleasant picture it most 
certainly will come about if the state budget now in process of 
adoption by the Legislature remains unchanged. 

In appropriating highway funds to be spent upon roadwork 
in order to avoid a federal penalty of some three millions of 
dollars the state tax may be in the neighborhood of $14,000,000. 
As most of the local tax rates have been set, based upon an 
$8,000,000 estimate, it will have no effect this year. The ad- 
ditional highway appropriations made thus far mean an ap- 
proximate additional burden for the citizens of Newton of 
90 cents per thousand. 

Unless drastic action is taken there can be no alternative. 
If the legislature, however, does reverse itself, and distribute 
the money that is available in the highway fund to the munici- 
palities upon the basis of the state tax apportionment it will 
have no effect on either the 1938 or 1939 tax rates. In addition 
the federal penalty will also be avoided. The practice of di- 
verting highway money into general revenue the past few 
years has resulted in an artificial low'er state tax than would be 
the case if the money w'ere distributed to the citie.s and towns.

Take a trip this week-end to the; 
Nnshoba Valley apple district, or to I 
Harvard, Groton or Marlboro and see I 
thousands of apple trees In blossom. 
Right here — In our own Middlesex 
County we annually have a beautiful 
spectacle which far surpasses the 
much publicized Japanese cherry trees 
In Washington. 


Last year Mayor Childs Issued a 
proclamation asking Newton residents 
to co-operate In a campaign to eradi- 
cate ragweed In this city for the bene- 
fit of the large number of those who 
suffer from hay-fever. Apparently the 
Mayor’s request did not meet with 
much response, because a few days 
ago a New’ton lady who is an annual 
victim of hay-fever came Into our of- 
fice and asked us to request the peo - 1 
pie of Newton to pull up any rag- ‘ 
weed which may be on their prop- 
erties. To do this will be displaying 
brotherly or sisterly love (or consid- 
eration) for tho many hundreds of 
those who yearly suffer the torture.s 
allegedly caused by ragweed. If the 
members of the Newton city govern- 
ment would give more consideration 
to practical benefits which might be 
obtained from WPA funds, instead of 
having large sums expended on non- 
sensical WPA activities, such things 
ns a campaign against ragweed could 
be accomplished. 


One WPA project that could have 
been w’ell conducted In New’ton the 
past several years Is — the Improve- 
ment of Newton sidewalks, especially 
our many miles of gravel sidewalks. 
WPA projects on sidewalks have been 
allowed In other places. A large per- 
centage of the sldew’nlks In New- 
ton are In such a bad con/^Itlon that 
pedestrians stumble on projecting 
stones or bollows In dry weather, and' 
cannot walk through the mud of the 
alleged sidewalks In wet weather. 
They have to walk on the streets and 
risk being hit by automobiles. If 
some of the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars In Federal funds spent the 
past seven years at Edmands Park, 
for Instance, had been spent on side- 
walk projects, residents of this city 
would have derived infinitely more 
benefit.

As she aay.s — It la a con- 
siderable distance from the city hall 
or the War Memorial to the street 
corners where one has to wait for the 
busses, and then to have to wait for 
considerable periods without any .shel- 
ter. Is a hardship on those who do 
not have their own automobiles. A 
good suggestion for a practical WPA 
project.

A phase of real estate development 
long dreaded by many Newton resi- 
dents appears to have started — the 
erection of apartment buildings. From 
8 to 12 years ago there w’as much con- 
cern In Newton over the alleged threat 
of apartment buildings. It was argued 
that such structures had spoiled large 
areas of Brookline and other sections 
of Greater Boston, and that Newton 
would be similarly spoiled unless the 
bars were kept up against apartment 
houses. In addition to rigid build- 
ing laws, the city was largely rezoned 
some years ago to procure additional 
protection against the erection of 
apartment buildings. Many sections 
w’hlch bad been zoned as “general 
residence” and In which apartment 
houses could have been built, were 
changed to private residence zones so 
that such a type building could not 
be erected. With the exception of 
jWard 1. only very limited areas In 
‘ each village were kept In general 
re.sldence zones. It was also the In- 
tention at that time that no permits 
would be granted for apartment houses 
unless adequate space were provided 
at each apartment house site for park- 
ing of automobiles so that they would 
not clutter streets In the vicinity. 

Within the past few months permits 
have been granted for three apart- 
ment buildings — two at Newton and 
one at Chestnut Hill. Parking restric- 
tions have been placed on Centre st., 
Newton, adjoining the site where two 
of the apartment houses will he built. 
An antithesis of the efforts made 
by Boards of Aldermen to prevent 
undesirable use of streets for park- 
ing of automobiles In the vicinity 
of apartment houses was a petition 
recently received by the Aldermen 
from occupants of an apartment build- 
ing at Chestnut Hill asking that they 
be permitted to park their cars all 
night on an ad.folnlng street, despite 
the fact that a large public garage la 
located next to the apartment house 
occupied by the petitioners. The Al- 
dermen properly refused to grant the 
petition. There Is no good reason why 
persons who reside In apartment 
houses should be accorded a privilege 
denied to those who dwell In one or 
tw’o family houses. 


Residents of Newton and friends of 
the late Elizabeth Spear are glad that 
her former residence will be torn 
down within the next week or tw’o. 
Miss Spear bequeathed her property 
to the city with the proviso that the 
dw’elllng he used for some public pur- 
pose, if practical, and If not, that It 
be razed, and the land converted Into 
a “green spot.” For the past three 
years the house has become dilapidat- 
ed. recently young vandals have been 
breaking w’indow’s In It. much of the 
fence at the property has been de- 
stroyed, and the place was becoming 
an eyesore. It Is proposi'd to save the 
little summer pavilion wiilch is at- 
tached to the house.

Rotary Gub 


At the meeting of the Newton Ro 
tary Club on Monday at the Brae Burn 
Country Club, Dr. Charles A. McClure, 
Professor in the School of Medicine at 
Boston University, and a member of 
the staff of the Boston City Hospital, 
spoke on "Who Will Choose Your Fam- 
ily Doctor?’’ This topic offered Dr. 
McClure the chance to express his 
point of view concerning socialized 
medicine. He felt that under present 
conditions socialized medicine is im- 
practical and is a myth in our democ- 
racy. He stated that while it may rep- 
resent a sincere academic opinion, 
that it would be quite impossible and 
undesirable to attempt its application 
in present society. He pointed out the 
dangers of having a practical group of 
medical people placed under the con- 
trol of lay people or law makers. 

Dr. McClure emphasized the fact 
tliat the great majority of people to- 
day have incomes sufilclent to provide 
proper medical attention if they wished 
to liave it or needed it. Tie emphasized 
that statistics prove that we spend 
billions of dollars on luxuries such as 
tobacco, candy, musical instruments, 
cosmetics, and the like, whereas, as a 
nation, we spend only .$75u,000.000 a 
year for medical treatment. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the fine 
morale of onr medical personnel would 
be seriously crippled if they were to 
be subjecti'd to. or should be n'qulred 
to operate under a plan of state or 
socialized medicine.

If one state in- 
vades anotlier in violation of a treaty, 
the resolution calls for employment 
of economic measures against the in- 
vader. 

Mrs. William Dick Sporborg, of New 
York, chairman of Legislation, pre- 
sented resolution number five. It ex- 
presses the belief that the burden of 
taxes, federal, state, and local, borne 
both directly and indirectly by our 
people is retarding the free expansion 
of business and crippling the con- 
sumer’s purchasing power. It requests 
the Clovernmeut of the United States 
to revise or repeal existing tax laws 
that taxes may be reduced, business 
may make normal recovery, unemploy- 
ment be abated, and the people need 
not buy more Government service than 
they can afford. The General Federa- 
tion recommends to State Federations 
an intensive study of. and informed 
action on. tax revision which will ob- 
viate the pyramiding of debt services 
and correct the system of hidden taxes 
which retards purchasing power. 

The last four resolutions came from 
the department of Public Welfare, of 
which Mrs. Clarence Fraim. of Dela- 
ware. is chairman. Mrs. R. R. Bitt- 
nian. of Kansas, chairman of the di- 
vision of Indian Welfare, presented a 
resolution pledging co-operation with 
the Extension Division of the Indian 
Service in Its reservation home-im- 
provement projects, and urging an 
adequate number of Home Demonstra- 
tion Agents to promote a more desira- 
ble home life for the American Indian. 

Mrs Carl W. Illig. of Massachusetts, 
of the division of Public Health, pre- 
sented the seventh resolution calling at- 
tention to the fact that the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs has car- 
ried on a Syphilis Education Program 
for the past two years and pledging 
support, both federally and through 
the states, to the extension of facili- 
ties which will attack and conquer 
the plague of syphilis in this country. 

Mrs. Fraim presented the last two 
resolutions, dealing respectively with 
Uniform State Narcotic Legislation 
and Fiber Identification. In the eighth 
resolution the General Federation 
urges its member State Federations In 
states which have not yet adopted the 
T’niform State Narcotic Act to endea- 
vor to secure tTiis legislation, includ- 
ing provisions designed to control the 
traffic of marihuana. It further rec- 
ommends that State Federations en- 
deavor to secure the appropriations 
and facilities necessary for effective 
operation of these Uniform State Nar- 
cotic .Acts. 

Because accurate identification of 
fibers in material is the first step 
toward enabling the consumer to know 
what .she is buying w'hen purchasing 
fabric merchandise, the Federation in 
the ninth resolution commends the 
Federal Trade Commission for pro- 
tection it has afforded through Trade 
Practice ihiles regarding silk and 
rayon, and urges extension of the work 
to include fibers of other materials.

Supreme Court 
Refuses to Hear 
Simpson Appeal 


On Monday the TTnIted States Su- 
preme Court refused to review the 
findings of Massachusetts courts on 
the case of Edward I*. Simpson who 
murdered Patrolmen Lawrence Mur- 
phy and Henry Bell of the .Newton po- 
lice. Simpson’s counsel had taken 
an’ appeal to the Suprnme Court and 
by so doing had gained a second 
respite for the gangster and slayer, 
Simpson fatally shot Bell and Mur- 
phy last August. He was found guilty 
In a trial last November and the 
judge set the execution several months 
ahead, to the first week of April, 1938. 
In March a respite was obtained on 
Simpson’s execution for the alleged 
reason that he was Involved In the 
trial of another burglar who had been 
Involved with him In a wool robbery. 
The first respite delayed the date of 
the execution to the latter part of 
April. Then the petition to the U. S 
Supreme Court was used as the mean.s 
of obtaining a second re.splte from 
Governor Hurley and his Council un- 
til May 12. 

In the past few years appeal.s have 
been taken to the V. S. Supreme Court 
by counsel for a number of criminals 
who committed cold blooded murders 
In Massachusetts, and of whose guilt 
there was no doubt. In each case 
the Supreme Court refused to re- 
view the case.

THE “FORGOTTEN ISSUE” 

Is interest In moral issues dead? Do 
economic issues transcend every other 
(luestion? Can people and nations sur- 
vive who show decadence of moral and 
therefore physical stamina? 

These questions and similar ones 
arose after Judge Joseph Zottoli of 
the East Boston Municipal Court spoke 
to 500 members of the Boston City Fed- 
eration at their Annual meeting and 
Luncheon lust Thursday. It is inter- 
esting to note that arrests for all 
causes in the state dropped abruptly 
the year following Prohibition, rose 
slowly thereafter due to lack of en- 
forcement and bootlegging until the 
coming of Repeal, when the number 
of arrests and the number of inmates 
in our various institutions catapulted 
alarmingly. 

Shall we build more jails, more 
madhouses, more institutions for de- 
linquents. the Judge asks; or shall 
we courageously analyze the situation, 
find the leak in our ship of state and 
do something about it? Does the rev- 
enue from alcohol pay for the damage 
it causes? Judge Zottoli gives ai^em- 
phatlc NO and offers these figures to 
substantiate his assertion. 

The Boston Welfare Department 
spends yearly more than thirteen mil- 
lion dollars caring for destitutes. 37% 
of this is caused by alcoholism. 

Charge to Intemperance $4,310,000 

PriA-ate charities co-operat- 
ing in the Boston Com- 
munity Fund spend near- 
ly four million dollars a 
year — at least 36% due 
to alcoholism 

Charge to Intemperance $1,440,000 


Total for Boston $6,250,000 

And this does not include Boston’s 
share in the state’s expenditure of 
about ten million annually on insti- 
tutions for the insane f25% due to' 
alcoholism): and about one million 
five hundred thousand annually for 
jails, state farm etc. <’84% of com- 
mitments due to alcoholism) or the 
great cost that alcohol places on the 
Police Department, courts, etc. 

Moreover the ten year survey made 
by Charles W. Eliot and bis commit- 
tee stated “Drinking is responsible for 
2.5% of all insanity. 37%, of all pov- 
erty. 50% of all crime. 46% of all child 
misery.” Can we afford such a deadly 
luxury? 

Contrast the policy of other coun- 
tries with ours. In Germany, in Nor- 
way. in Russia, in Mexico, in Chili, the 
Gftvernment Itself issues educational 
leaflets as to the evil effects of alcohol 
and authorizes regular temperance edu- 
cation in the schools, knowing full well 
the danger to the state from an al- 
coholized people. W’Jiat do we see 
in the United States? A "wide open” 
country. oA’er 400.000 drinking places 
• more than before prohibition) a mil- 
lion ‘bar maids” fmore than women 
college students), no interest what- 
ever on the part of the Administration 
in anything but economic issues, a 
constant stream of alcoholics to hos- 
pitals and state farms, broken homes, 
delinquent children, a dreadful in- 
crease in prostitution and auto acci- 
dents. 

Judge Zottoli said. “Won’t you wom- 
en do <^omethlng about this appalling 
state o' affairs?” I say to all good cit- 
izens. men and w'omen. Avon’t you 
throw off your apathy, talk against it. 
art against it. vote against it?

Tlio ot^er was put 
down, and we condemn it i| write 
fill;' a.s a .Northerner, while not un- 
mindful of .Soiilliein sentiment I Our 
sercs.--ion from England was .tdmir- 
alile Tile sece.sslon of tin* Roufliein 
Slate, was defcstalile Tin- ■ -don 


of Panama from Colombia in Presi- 
dent Tlieodore Roosevelt's adminls - 1 
tration was excellent. — according to 
our government which did not delay In ' 
recognizing Panamas Independence. 
The principle of self-determination, 
whicli President Wilson stressed in 
treating of the European situation, 
seems to justify the Southern States 
in withdrawing from tlie Union. Nor- 
way wlilidrew peacenlily from Sweden 
in lf*h5. Does any one think that 
Sweden ought to haye made war on 
Norway "to preserve the union?” 
Thus inconsistent are the generally 
held opinions. 

As to the Revolution of 1776 it may 
lie said that our fathers in the thirteen 
colonies Imd real grievances against 
the Rritlsh government, and that the 
Declaration of Independence is a very 
noble statement of the rights of men. 
But there were able and eloquent 
cliampions of .America in England. Pa- 
tient appeal to the British sense of 
justice would eventually have brought 
relief from the evils which at their 
worst were slight compared with the 
suffering and loss involved in the war. 

The colonists Avere by no means 
nanimons in demanding Independence ^ 
Many of the wisest and best among 
them opposed it. Some of Boston's i 
finest families, their property confis- 
cated. found refuge in Halifax. Cer- 
tain revolutionary leaders — I mention 
no names — had private reasons, not 
altogether cre<litable. for desiring a 
change of government. The war was a 
drain upon the wealth and the liumun ! 
stock of both countries, it checked 
the progress our fathers were making. 
It embittered feeling against the moth- 
er country, feeling which, for a cen- 
tury and more, demagogues deliber- 
ateiy inflamed when they wished to 
divert attention from their own ras- 
cality. it glorified war in the minds 
of the American people and went far 
to make us ready for the frequent 
and needless wars in which we liave , 
since engaged. 

Had we remained politically united 
to tlngland. we should have avoided 
the second war with England 
(1812 1 ; as a part of a much larger 
whole, the union of English-speaking 
peoples, we miglit have effected the 
emancipation of the Negro slaves 
without liloodshed; and we might have 
played a more useful part in world 
affairs than we have, with less of the 
.self-conceit and provincialism that 
liave characterized us. 

Likewise of our Civil War. it is im- 
possible now. more than seventy years | 
afterwards, to maintain that either 
side was nnmistakahly superior to the 
other in wisdom and rigliteousness. It 
is high time for tlie general realization 
tliat the Civil War was a failure, a 
mistake, a disaster. For it did not 
“save tlie union.” except in outward 
form. On the contrary it made a deep 
and wide chasm between the North 
and Soutli. a chasm that seventy years 
liave not obliterated. Nor did it eman- 
cipate tlie slaves, except on paper. It 
postponed their real emancipation, we 
cannot yet tell how long. It intensified 
the antagonism between whites and 
blacks. i 

I’litil tliero is geiiuino repentance 
for the Civil War, until our youth are 
taught the truth about that war and 
tlie truth about the needless and dis- j 
graceful Mexican War and Spanlsh- 
.Vnierlcan War, and until the average 
.American can at least listen toler- 
antly to tlie suggestion that even the 
sacred Ri-volutioiiary War was a mis- 
fortune. the (rause of p«»ace will make 
hut slow progr«*8s among us.

Dr. Melius of Hie Newton 
Healtli Board asked Bnshawny if he 
tlionglit Hie Brookline water supply 
would lie polluted if tlie proposed 
cemetery lie located on the Esty farm? 
Bnshawiiy answered "No.” and then 
modified ills reply Iiy saying there 
would he a possibility of contamina- 
tion in Hie future. James Esty asked 
Bnsliaway if a large piggery, known 
as Hie “Lynch piggery,” has not been 
located on an elevation adjoining the 
river and very near the Brookline 
water reservation since 1874? He re- 
ceived an alfirmatlve reply, but the 
Brookline otficlal contended that the 
seepage from this piggery might flow 
in the opposite direction. 

Joseph J. Murray. Water Commis- 
sioner of Newton said that Newton’s 
water supply Is obtained from wells 
located on the opposite side of the 
river from the proposed cemetery and 
that the nearest well would he about 
4000 feet distant. He stated that 
Newton’s wells are from 31 to 45 
feet deep, and that water seeps Into 
tliem from large basins which were 
excavated on the Needliam side of the 
river. Raw water from the Charles 
is pumped into these basins, and filters 
tlirongh strata of gravel and sand. He 
said if the Newton Board of Health 
approves the petition for the use of 
the Esty land as a cemetery, the water 
department will not object, hut if 
tlie Board of Health disapproves, the 
water department will strongly protest 
against a cemetery permit being grant- 
ed. Attorney Cronin saiil that iiias- 
iiincli as tlie State Board of Health 
approves of the cemeti'vy site, the 
Newton Board of Health should concur 
111 this approval.

Capture Alleged 
Chest. Hill Bandits 


Boston and Cambridge police on 
Tuesday arrested two men wlio are 
cliarged wMth being the bandits who 
on April 27 gained admittance to the 
liome of Bernard Goldflne at 72 Bea- 
con st.. Che.stmit Hill, locked up four 
occupants of the house in an attic 
closet, and stole two diamond rings 
valued at $3000, The alleged bandits 
are Frank Farrara. 37, of Western ave., 
Cambridge: and John L. Barr. 47, of 
Los Angeles. The capture of the two 
was due to persistent work on the 
part of Detective Sergeant James V. 
Crowley of the Boston police, and his 
assistants, Detective Conaty and Di- 
Natale. Farrara has a long criminal 
record and has served time at Sing 
Sing. Crowley has been on his trail 
for several months because of other 
crimes in which he was allegedly in- 
volved. Knowing tlie methods used 
liy Farrara in committing roj^berles, 
Crowley suspected that he was Impli- 
cated in the Goldflne robbery. So he 
obtained photographs of Farrara and 
Barr and showed them to Mrs. Gold- 
flne and the two domestics at her 
lioiise and they Identified them as 
those of the bandits. The Boston de- 
tectives had been searching for the 
pair for several days and on Tues- 
day spotted Farrara In Allston and 
arrested him. Assisted by Cambridge 
police the Boston detectives arrested 
Barr on Tuesday night in an apart- 
ment at Cambridge. 

Farrara is also charged with a 
jewelry robbery in Boston Novemlier 
8 and the robbery of a mink coat at 
Allston. Newton police obtained a 
warrant for his arrest following the 
identification of his photograph by 
Mrs. Goldflne.

Burnable Rubbish 
Must Be Placed in 
Separate Barrels 

On Tuesday, Street ronimlssioner 
■Mahonuy delivered to Chief Hughes 
of the police. department 20,000 cards 
which will be distributed to household- 
ers and business men of .Newton by 
policemen. The cards give the In- 
formation that In the future the city 
ordinance relative to placing combus- 
tible waste and rubbish. Incjudlng pa- 
per. combustibles and tin cans In 
.separate containers from those hold- 
ing ashes and other solids, will be 
enforced. 

A couple of weeks ago attention was 
called in the GRAPHIC to a stubborn 
fire at the North street dump at New- 
lonville caused by ,the dumping of 
paper and other combustibles there, 
despite the fact that a few years ago 
the city built an Incinerator at New 
ton Highlands at a cost of about 
$175,y00. When the incinerator was 
built, notices were distributed to 
ideuts of Newton In.structlng them to 
place combustible rubbish In separate 
containers from those holding ashes. 
Paper, boxes and other combustible 
waste was not to be deposited at the 
dumps, both to end the nuisance of 
dump fires, and to eliminate us far as 
possible the breeding of vermin In 
dumps. In Hue with this latter en- 
deavor. tin cans were also supposed to 
be taken to the Incinerator so that 
the gummed wrappers on them, and 
remnants of food In them, would be 
consumed. Rut. for sometime past, 
combustible waste has been carried to 
the dumps. Supt. of Streets Maho- 
ney states this was done because 
many residents have not been obey- 
ing the city ordinance which specifies 
that separate containers must be used 
for combustible w’aste. He says that 
this has been especially evident In 
tile Nonantum section. 

Gommissioner Mahoney says that 
tires in dumps take much of the fire- 
men’s time in extinguishing and nec 
essltate 'the wasting of millions of 
gallons of water, which seriously af- 
fects the local water supply during 
the summer months or in drought 
periods.

PRAISES HEALTH DEPT. 
Editor. Newton Graphic: 

It may be a coincidence that the 
efTective efforts to meet local health 
problems which formed tbe basis for 
the awards to Newton in tbe general 
health contest, were the same as those 
undertaken by Dr. Smilie. when he 
became Chairman of tbe Board of 
Health in 193,5. A Professor of Health 
at Harvard, he was also a recognized 
health expert and was frequently 
called to reorganize the health boards 
in the great mnniclpalltles. That 
country wide experience qualified him 
to suggest improvements oven in tbe 
Newton Health Department and it 
w’as reflected in the quality of bis 
appointments when he reorganized the 
Board. 

Realizing that genius was not cir- 
cumscribed by City limits or State 
lines he crossed the continent to give 
Newton one of the best health officers 
in the United Slates, basing his judg- 
ment on the w’ork of Dr. Chope as a 
student and also during an epidemic 
in California. As a basis for his new 
health program in the schools he ap- 
pointed a supervisor of school nurses 
and also Introduced Dr. Ann Stewart 
to make a survey of the health condi- 
tion of the pupils. Her report to the 
Board was a comprehensive document 
free from any social, racial or geo- 
graphical distinction; it contained the 
results of the physical examinations, 
a comparative study of the work of 
each school nurse and school physi- 
cian and an analysis of the results of 
the school dental clinic. It pointed 
out for the first time that the denial 
condition of the second generation in 
this clinic since 1919, w’as worse than 
the first, and that the City was con- 
ducting a mere dental repair shop with- 
out supplementary educational and ad- 
visory courses on preventive care of 
the pupils teeth. 

It remained for Dr. Smilie to fur- 
nish a fully equipped City Laboratory 
for milk and w’ater samples and as a 
result of the first tests the interior 
of the reservoir was thoroughly 
cleaned. To improve our milk supply 
be commenced a more extensive cam- 
paign among the producers than was 
carried on since 1914. Scanning the 
list of the twenty candidates for milk 
inspector in 1936, he w’as quick to 
recognize Alexander Robertson whose 
work on the milk supply of Bar Har- 
bor. Maine, he had commended some 
four years before. His selection was 
later approved by the Civil Service 
Commission when Mr. Robertson 
topped the list. 

Dr. Smilie fav(\j-ed health conserva- 
tion contests w’hich emphasized the 
habit forming features rather than 
tbe winning of the prize. He pointed 
out tbe weakness of many health pro- 
grams — a suffusion of rules of sanita- 
tion and hygiene, often follow’ed by a 
regime of living w’hich was a nega- 
tion of those principles. To be of 
permanent value there must be in- 
jected the moral dynamic of education 
for self-conservation, vividly illus- 
trated by living examples in order 
that the pupils may emulate them 
in the days to come. 

The rating obtained by this City 
is unique because we did not have 
the benefit of large health endow- 
ments like Detroit and other cities. 
Dr. Smilie was one of the three na- 
tional experts selected to lay the 
foundation of the twelve million dol- 
lars health fund given to the State 
of Michigan by Mr. Kellogg in 1936. 
Newton has no health fund or endow’- 
ment like the White fund in Boston 
or the Kellogg fund in Detroit. It 
needs none. It has received this 
award on its own merits and its own 
resources. 

But we cannot forget tbe contribu- 
tion by Dr. Smilie; that his expert 
services eagerly sought and command- 
ing huge fees in other cities were 
generously and gratuitously given to 
bis home city.

Dear Sir; 

In the GRAPHIC of April 29, you 
have an article on the recent damage 
done to the Centre Street Burying 
Ground and suggest that the D. A. R. 
‘‘might become Interested in preserv- 
ing the old cemetery.” 

I waited until after our Board meet- 
ing. before replying, as it seemed to 
me that some action might be taken. 
Naturally, we all deplore the vandal- 
ism of those low-grade morons who 
wilfully destroy that which they are 
unable to understand or respect. Last 
year we protested to the city about 
the disgraceful condition of the Win- 
chester Street Cemetery, and are quite 
willing to protest to the same people 
about the Center Street Cemetery, if 
we thought it would be productive of 
any results. 

If you can offer any suggestion as 
to any action which we can take to 
protect these spots, w’e will be glad 
to consider it. In the meantime, per- 
haps you do not know that the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution are 
trying to copy the Inscription on every 
gravestone in the United States. That 
may seem to be a large order, but that 
is the way wo do things. The work 
Is done by districts and towns. Last 
year I personally copied the inscrip- 
tion on every gravestone in Newton, 
except those in the Newton Cemfttery. 
which are on file in their office, I not 
only copied them, but I checked them 
with copies made 20 years ago, and 
many stones which are now indecipliei - 
able are tlius recorded in my lists. It 
took many we(?ks. as three copies were 
made*, one of which is in the iilnury 
of the Society in Washington, one at 
tile .Massaclmsetts State heud(|uarlers’ 
room on Ashburton pluc;e, Boston, and 
tile third in the .Massachusetts llistori- 
cai and Gemmlogical Society's lilnary 
on Ashburton place, Boston; tliey may 
all be consulted by tin* public at these 
placets. Tiny total 126 pagc*s, closely 
tyiicMi. 


There are many oilier members of 
tbe Daughters of the .\merlcan Revolu- 
tion who are actively at work, copying 
the' stones In their fc'wn. and the vol- 
umes done In Massachusc'tts alone now 
fill a good-sized bookcase'. The ex- 
pense is conslderalde. as we use the 
best quality bond pajier. for durability, 
and the books are all nicely bound In 
cloth. 

In fairness to our society, you 
must admit that the Daughters of the 
American Revolution do take some in- 
terest in old cemeteries, and If we 
cannot protect from depredation, wo 
can at least preserve for all time the 
priceless historical records on the 
stones. The Impression that all we do 
Is to sip tea and wear ribbons and 
flowers is all too pre valent. That we 
are energetic and entlnisiastlc workers 
is a fact which is often overlooked. 

Last week’s GRAl’llIC stated that 
the Board of Aldermen were consid- 
ering the erection of a fence around 
the cemetery. That is good, as far as 
it goes. The awakening of public sen- 
timent and the education of the youth 
of the city to a little good, wholesome 
respect for law and order, a little more 
understanding of the rights of others, 
and of the meaning of "mine” and 
“thine” would be better.

Rotary Chib 

Mr. Clarence A, Allen, headmaster of 
the River School of Brookline, spoke 
to members of the Newton Rotary Club 
on Monday at the Brae Burn Country 
Club. His topic was “Streamlining 
the Little Red School House.” He 
pointed out that modern developments 
in education include a partial accept- 
ance of the progressive education idea 
of "learning by doing,” and (2) the tak- 
ing of the guess work out of the edu- 
cation of children by the use of stan- 
dardized intelligence and achievement 
tests. Mr. Allen then pointed out that 
actually people remember a relatively 
small amount of the factual materials 
which have been taught to them in our 
schools, and that we tend only to re- 
member generalizations and methods 
of approaching various typeps of prob- 
lems. The speaker felt that we should 
put much more emphasis upon a 
study of contemporary problems in 
order that our young people may be 
better able to face actual life situations 
when they become adults. He stressed 
the importance of character education 
in our schools and pointed out that we 
should develop persons with an open- 
ness of mind, and Intellectual curiosi- 
ty. 

A significant part of the meeting was 
the announcement of the Rotary Schol- 
arship Award for the coming year. The 
hoy chosen for this award is Wilson 
F. Clark, who plans on entering Mld- 
dlebury College in the fall. He has 
been a fine type of student in his high 
school years and was elected to the 
National Honor Society during his jun- 
ior year. 


Kiwanis Club 


In a talk teeming with the .salty tang 
of the sea air. Edward H. Cooley. Man- 
ager of the Massachusetts Fisheries 
Association. Executive Secretary of the 
Federa.ted Fishing Boats of New Eng- 
land and New York and General Legis- 
lative agent of the Fishing Industries, 
delivered the finest talk of the year at 
the weekly meeting of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club on Tuesday at the 
Charles River Country Club, 

Mr. Cooley sketched the growth of 
the fishing industry from the time our 
colonists landed at Plymouth right 
down to tbe present day. He told of 
the great change in the fishing indus- 
try from the days of the sailing fleets 
with their dory crews and of the new 
modern Diesel powered steel ships 
which are commonly known as traw- 
lers. 

He told of the many developments 
in the marketing of fish, such as the 
use of Finnan Haddie which was first 
used when a fisherman ate some fish 
which apparently had been spoiled by 
smoke from a fish house fire. He 
showed the development of fillets from 
Its beginning In 1921 when there was 
marketed 30,000 pounds, until in 1928 
there was marketed about 60,000,000 
pounds. 

He told of the effect of the fishing 
industry upon various other industries, 
explaining that annually the fishing 
industry uses great quantities of fuel 
oil for their boats, ropes and cables 
for equipment, boxwood and tin for 
shipping the finished product, to say 
nothing of the new boats which are be- 
ing added each year to the fishing 
fleet and the refrigerating companies 
engaged in the transportation of the 
fish products. 

Mr. Cooley concluded his talk by 
answering many questions about the 
Industry, such as the situation which 
recently existed in the salmon indus- 
try off the Alaskan coast.

The Committee on Street Lighting 
of the City Council will recommend 
that a contract be made with the 
Newton Electric Light & Power Com- 
pany for lighting all the streets of 
the city. They have looked over the 
matter thoroughly and are convinced 
that the work can be done by the 
company. The company has offered 
to furnish 1400 incandescent lights 
and 60 arc lights, a larger number 
than are now of gas and kerosene 
lights for the same appropriation as 
this year — $27,000. The incandescent 
lights will be of 25 candlepower and 
even the back streets which are now 
illuminated by oil lamps, will have in- 
candescent lights. There are now 
some over 1200 street lamps. 


The horse driven by Chief BIxby 
of the fire department is a veteran in 
the service. He has been in use by 
Mr. Bixby since 1879 and seems to 
have lost none of his speed in getting 
to fires as was fully illustrated last 
Sunday. 


The Newton City Band intends giv- 
ing a concert at Newtonville Square 
next Wednesday evening and will 
appear in their new uniforms. 


The opinion seems to be unanimous 
that the City Farm at Waban is be- 
coming too valuable for almshouse 
purposes and that the land should be 
disposed of for residences. But where 
to relocate the almshouse does not 
seem to be quite so clear. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night Alderman 
Nickerson presented an order appro- 
priating $550 for one-half the cost 
of a watering cart in Ward 6 on streets 
not heretofore watered, the people 
having raised the money. He said the 
money might not be needed as some of 
the residents In other Wards had 
failed to pay up and there might 
be a watering cart to spare. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Health on Wednesday afternoon the 
Mayor said ho had received a letter 
from the Newton Cottage Hospital 
regarding the moving of the build- 
ing for contagious diseases from the 
Poor Farm, where It is now located, 
to tho hospital grounds. Dr. Friable 
said he thought tho patients in the 
hospital might nut want to stay there 
if they had to bo so near to the con- 
tagious disease building. In a case 
of small pox, and we are apt to have 
one at anytime, It is impossible to tell 
how far the germs are dangerous. 
Mayor Kimball said that when there 
has been a contagious case to be 
treated, it has been somewhat diffi- 
cult to get attendants. Dr. Frisbie 
said that in case of small-pox. he 
would have I lie patient placed in the 
contagions disease building and hire 
attendants from Boston to come out 
and cure for tbe case. I

Powers’ Parae^raphs 




Mussolini spent many millions of 
dollars last v/eek putting on a big 
show to impress Hitler. But for years 
Mussolini lias refused to pay one cent 
on the huge debt Italy owes to the 
United States. And we have a lot 
of sapheads in this country, most of 
them supposed to be intellectuals, who 
advocate that we cancel the debts 
owed by Italy and other European wel- 
chers in the interest of international 
amity. 


Not so many years ago the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts was re- 
garded as being better governed than 
a majority of the cities in the State. 
Members of the Legislature were rated 
with possessing ability superior to 
that of men serving in local govern- 
ing bodies. But conditions have 
changed. The action of the I.feglala- 
ture last week in voting to add $5,000,- 
000 more to State expenses this year 
is only one of the many things which 
have caused a large percentage of 
Massachusetts citizens to be disgusted 
with members of our Legislature in 
the past several years. Fortunately 
the Newton men who serve in the 
State Legislature have consistently 
manifested consideration for the wel- 
fare of their constituents. They have 
not voted to burden depression vic- 
tims with more and more taxes. 


Last year over 200 persons in New- 
ton were bitten by dogs. I^ast month 
ill this city 22 persons were bitten 
by dogs. Obviou.sly this menace to 
the safety of residents of Newton 
is rapidly increasing. It is about time 
that some determined action should 
be taken. 


It’ is to be regretted that half a 
dozen shade trees on Centre st. had 
to be cut down because of the wid- 
ening of the street at the curve be- 
tween Mount Ida at. and Newtonville 
ave. One of Newton’s chief assets 
for the past three-quarters of a cen- 
tury has been its unusual wealth of 
shade trees, both along its streets 
and in the estates and yards of its 
residents. This past month the thou- 
sands of trees in Newton have been 
unusually beautiful. Because of pecul- 
iar weather conditions the burgeoning 
period was extended, and the foliage 
is profuse. 

Alderman McKay of the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
in discussing this year’s budget at a 
recent meeting of the Board, dispar- 
aged the fact that it seems necessary 
to allow such a small amount for the 
planting of new trees along our 
streets, and he commented that the 
tree planting activity of the city has 
lagged for some years. A couple of 
years ago as a WPA project many 
hundreds of holes were dug along New- 
ton streets and filled with loam with 
the expectation that in the near future 
trees would be planted in the spots 
thus prepared. Newton owns a large 
area of land at its water reservation 
in Needham. Why not use this as a 
nursery on which to raise young trees 
which could be planted along the 
streets? If WPA workers could dig 
the holes for tree locations, why could 
they not be employed in raising the 
trees? 


Street Commissioner Charles Ma- 
honey has had 20,000 cards printed 
with instructions regarding the sepa- 


rutioii of combustible rubbish . from 
ashes 'and otlier waste solids. These 
cards will be distributed by police- 
men. Mr. Mahoney states that many 
Newton residents have not been obey- 
ing the city ordinance regarding the 
placing of combustible waste in sepa- 
rate containers from ashes and this 
is the reason why rubbish has been 
deposited in dumps instead of having 
been taken to the incinerator. We 
reminded Mr. Mahoney that similar 
instruction cards were delivered to 
Newton residents a few years ago 
when the incinerator was first started, 
and we commented that the same type 
of people who have not been obeying 
the city ordinance regarding the plac- 
ing combustible rubbish in separate 
containers will not pay attention to 
the instructions now, unless practical 
measures will he taken to force them 
to do so. We said that years ago, when 
combustible and non-combustible waste 
were placed in the same containers, 
the men who collected the ashes and 
waste, did not empty such containers. 

This method was resorted to when 
the Incinerator was first put in oper- 
ation, but the Strefet Commissioner 
says that many of those who did not 
obey the ordinance, complained when 
their rubbish containers were not emp- 
tied. Such persons should not be 
catered to. They have no considera- 
tion for their fellow citizens and re- 
fuse to co-operate. They are responsi- 
ble for considerable added expense in 
the collection of waste and ashes, and 
they are also responsible for the nui- 
sances caused by dump fires and the 
breeding of vermin in dumps. They 
should be compelled to obey the city 
ordinance. There is a simple and 
practical way to make them co-oper- 
ate. The city ordinances specify that 
ashes and combustible waste shall be 
placed on sidewalks for removal before 
7 a. m. on days designated for collec- 
tions, and that all containers shall be 
removed from the sidewalks on that 
same day. Furthermore, the ordi- 
nances specify that any person leaving 
ashes or other rubbish on a sidewalk 
over night shall place a light near the 
same to give warning to travelers. 
While the city has permitted the plac- 
ing of rubbish containers on side- 
walks during the later hours of nights 
preceding collection days, the ordi- 
nances exist which can be used to 
summon selfish and stubborn citizens 
into court when they disobey the in- 
structions regarding the collection of 
ashes and waste. If a few were 
brought into court and fined, the rest 
would speedily conform with the or- 
dinances. 


The razing of the old house on the 
property at Washington st. and Wal- 
nut Park bequeathed by the late Eliz- 
abeth Spear to the city reminds us 
that Alderman Frank McCabe of Ward 
1 has taken an active interest in the 
improving of this property in accord- 
ance with the wishes of Miss Spear. 
Public Buildings Commissioner Camp- 
bell informs us that it is intended to 
save the little summer pavilion which 
was attached to the old house, and 
that it might be retained on the lot. 
We fear, however, that youthful van- 
dals would soon wreqk the small struc- 
ture if it became the centre piece on 
the small park which will be created 
on the site of Miss Spear’s former 
home.

ness In Watertown, wliere be manufac- 
tured cMirtaln.s, Into a career of crime, 
and climaxed that perversion when 
he fatally shot Patroimen Henry Bell 
and Lawrence Murphy of the Newton 
jiolice. was transferred from hla cell 
In State Prison at Charlestown Into 
the deatli house there on Wednesday 
morning.

Lawns 

NO MATTER how good your lawn 
waa laat year or how’ well it has come 
through the winter It needs a good 
raking — rolling and fertilization. A 
moderate reseeding will help to thicken 
grass this summer. 

* * « * 

IN SOWING grass seed it is best to 
broadcast In two directions — at right 
angles to each other and using one- 
half of the seed each way. 

* * * * 

WHERE GRADING has been done on 
your new lawn, be sure the ground 
has fully settled before you seed It 
It la difilenit to get rid of the un- 
evenness after grass has come, 

* « • * 

THE PRESENCE of moss on your 
lawn indicates either a sour or im- 
poverished soil. For the first, ap- 
ply hydrated lime and for the second 
use a good quality of fertilizer. Prac- 
tically any soil, however, will benefit 
by an application of lime followed a 
week or two later by fertilizer. Do 
not apply both too close together. 

* * * * 

WHETHER ON the lawn or In the 
garden, deep moisture encourages 
deep rooting. One thorough wetting 
that gets the w'ater deep down. Is 
better than several light sprinklings. 
* * * * 

AFTER YOU HAVE applied Lawn En- 
rlcher or fertilizer, go over the lawn 
with the back of the rake so as to 
remove It from the leaves and then 
wet thoroughly so that the fertilizer 
will get down to the roots. 

* * « * 

RAKE YOUR GRASS before cutting. 
Crab grass and other weeds He close 
to the ground and this makes sure get- 
ting cut. With most weeds, the 

growth Is at the ends while with grass 
It is at the base. 

* * * * 

GRASS IS fully hardy and a lawn 
that is vigorous and in good condi- 
tion should not bo protected during 
the winter, in fact protection does 
more harm than good .

Frank Ferrara. 20. of 222 Western 
ave.. Cambridge, and .foliii L.‘ Barr. 10. 
of 1)51 Massatthuselts ave., Cambridge, 
wme found guilty in the Middlesex Su- 
perior Court at Cambridge on Tuesday 
of daylight robbery at the home of 
Bernard fJoldfine, 72 Beacon st., Clu'st 
nut Hill, on the morning of April 27. 
Ferrara was sentenced to serv«> 8 to 
10 years in Stale Prison, and Barr 10 
to 15 years. The pair obtained en- 
trance to the hotise by inetending to he 
police officers, forced Mrs. fJoldfine. 
her son and two domestics Into the at- 
tic. looted the house and stole two dia- 
mond rings valued at $2000. 

Both had long criminal records. Fer- 
rara’s started in 1917. when he was 15 
years of age. He was then sent to 
Shirley Reform School by the .judge in 
the East Boston court. In March. 1920, 
he was sentenced by a jiulge in tin 
Boston Municipal Court to serve i 
years at Concord Reformatory for forg- 
ery, hut he was paroRal after serving 
one year of that sentence. In May, 
1922. he was again sent to Concord 
for forgery and was again paroled in 
October, 1922. On .fanuary 17. 1925. 
he was found guilty in a New York 
City court of larceny and burglary and 
sent to Sing Sing prison on a 5 to 10 
years’ sentence. He was paroled from 
Sing Sing in .Inne of 1921. On Feb- 
ruary S. 1922, ho was simtenced in Suf- 
folk Superior Court. Boston, to serve 
2 to 5 years in State Prison for larceny 
hnl on .August 17 of that year he was 
again paroled. On .May 5. 1925. he 
was found guilty in the Fedeial Court 
of forgery and tlieft of government 
checks and sentenced to serve 2 years 
in a Fc'deral i)enltentiary — hut the 
sentence was suspended and he was 
plac(‘d on probation. On .lannary 22. 
1925. Ferrara was appointed an auditor 
for the .Milk Control Board of the 
Commonwealth of .Massachusetts at ti 
salary of $140 per month. He was dis- 
missed on .May 19. 192(5. in October. 
1925. h(* was ai)pointed a temporary 
inspector in the State Department of 
Agriculture at a salary of $140 per 
month. 

Barr was sentenced in 1915 to serve 
from 1 to 20 years in the Ohio Re- 
formatory. In 1920 he was sentenced 
to the Ohio State prison for life on a 
burglary charge. He was paroled in 
192(5.

Ambulance Story 

In last week’s GRARHIC was an 
item whicli stated that at a meeting 
of the executive committee of the 
Oak Hill Improvement Association on 
May 10th a resolution was passed de 
manding that an ambulance he located 
at the Sontli Side of tlie city, follow 
ing a statement allegedly made liy 
Tiiomas Fallon that he liad oiiserved 
an antonioliile accident on the Wor 
cester turnpike, and it was 25 minutes 
before tlie police ambulance arrived 
at the place. 

Rrlor to the item being pnlilisli(>d 
in the GR.AIMHC, a similar item liad 
been printed in otlier papers, and on 
May 12tli Gaptaiii' Veduccio of the 
Newton police dejiartment issued 
statement to refute the contention that 
there liad lieen any such delay in tlie 
arrival of tlie amhniance at the scene 
of the accid(*nt in question. On May 
10 cars driven by William Marlile, 
Tr. of Nortli Easton and Gliarles Tur- 
ner of 110 Jewett st., Newloii collided 
It the intersection of the turnpike 
and Woodward st.. Newton Higlilands. 
Ratrolman C’liarles Jenkins was near- 
liy and at once sent in a call for llie 
ambulance from a police signal liox 
at the intersection. Tlu* cull readied 
police headqnaters at 2:52 p. in. The 
ambulance was ordered to proceed to 
the scene and a radio call was sent 
to the cruising car at tlie Sontli Side 
of the city. At 2:02 Patrolman Taffe 
plumed headquarters from the signal 
box that the amhniance had arrived 
and was on its way to Newton Hos- 
pital with Turner, wlio liad been in 
jured. At 2:12 tlie patrolman why 
liad gone out on tlie amlinlanci* tele- 
phoned from Newton Hospital to po- 
lice lieadquarters tliat the injured man 
liad been taken into the accident ward 
at the hospital and tlie ambulance 
was about to return lo its garage. 
So only 20 minutes elapsed from the 
time tlie call was first received at 
headquarters until tlie victim of the 
acciilent liad lu*en received at Newton 
Hospital.

The Aldermen on 
that same night refused the jietitiou. 
Ghairmun Inches of the Licenses Com- 
mittee explained that tlie locus is dan- 
gerous from a traffic consideration, 
and that the lot is too narrow to safely 
conduct a gasoline station. 

-\notlier petition for a trasoline sta- 
tion which brought protests at the 
meeting of tlie Aldermen on .Monday 
night was tliat of Raymond Deliuhei.s 
of Lincoln rd. who seeks a p< rmlt for 
a station at 78 Grafts st. James R. 
Gallaglier appeared as attorney for 
Deltnhels. He said the site is in a 
mannfactnring zone. lias an Sb-foot 
frontage anil an area of 21.bab square 
feet. Ho argued tliat it would he nelHi- 
er a trallic nor fin hazard and would 
not adversely affect nearby properties, 
le said that several owners of proiierty 
in Hie opposite side of Grafts st. do 
not oppose the permit being granted. 

.Michael Maguire, owner of aliuHiig 
properly, objected. He said there is 
now a gasoline station on the oilier 
side of Ills house, and if a second sta- 
tion is permitted, how can anyone 
living in Hie lionse get any sleep. He 
said the proiiosed station would he a 
traffic menace to the many children 
residing in tlie section. .lames Ma- 
guire of Crafts st. also olijocted. He 
said that he and oilier inemhers of his 
family own six houses on land near 
Hie proposed station, and that tlie odoi 
of gasoline day and niglit would cause 
tlieni to lose their tenants.

Wo (luoto from an article contained 
in the May 14th issue of Saward’s Jour- 
nal. which is the leading publication 
for the retail coal industry. 

•'How long will the practice con- 
tinue of retail coal dealers paying 
extra taxes in the cities and towns 
where their yards are located? 

By extra taxes reference Is made 
to the Idiotic practice followed by 
many dealers In making ridiculous 
bids for municipal business— bids 
which cannot possibly cover ac- 
tual costs— let alone show a rea- 
sonable profit. Why should cities 
and towns be encouraged In the 
mistaken Idea that they are enti- 
tled to purchase their fuel require- 
ments at absurdly low prices 
which do not permit the coal deal- 
er tax payers to cover their costs 
and enjoy a fair margin of profit? 

Why should coal dealers thus be 
compelled to pay more than their 
proportionate share of the local 
tax burden? It Is reported that In 
one New England city recently a 
coal dealer made a bid of $9.00 
for domestic sized anthracite, de- 
livered and housed In various mu- 
nicipal buildings. The gross mar- 
gin above mine cost plus freight 
was 46 cents per ton. How In the 
world could a dealer hope to get 
by on such a figure?”

Newton Republican, May 20, 1876

A large part of the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
was taken by the hearing on the order 
wiiich w’ould oblige the Newton & 
AVatertow’n Gas Company to shift their 
pipes in certain streets to make room 
for tho new water pipes. .Tohn B. 
Goodrich of New’ton, lawyer for the 
Gas Company said his clients had 
chartered rights, the same as the city. 
He said public convenience does not 
require the removal of the gas pipes, 
and If the city w’ants them removed, 
it should pay the gas company for 
the expense. He cited authorities and 
show’ed that It is the practice of near- 
ly every city and tow’n w’here water 
has been Introduced, for gas com- 
panies to be paid w’hen they have re- 
moved gas pipes to accommodate the 
w’ater plples. Superintendents of the 
Waltham and Boston w’ater systems 
W’ere present and corroborated Mr. 
Goodrich’s statements. Col. Parker 
of the Water Commissioners said that 
it is desired to give New’ton as good 
or better system than any other city; 
the pipes will be placed 6 feet in the 
ground, low’er than in other places, 
and it is believed there will he leas 
liability to freezing by laying the 
pipes on the north side of streets. 

Mr. Saw’yer, engineer for the Water 
Works, said there is a warm and a 
cold side to streets, and his atten- 
tion was first called to this in Provi- 
dence "Where much fewer pipes wore 
frozen on tho sunny side of streets 
than on the shady side. He believed 
it for the best interest of the city 
to lay the water pipes on the sunny 
side of streets. The total cost to the 
gas company w'ould be about $4000; 
very moderate compared w’ith the 
groat advantage to the city.

25 YEARS AGO 


Last Saturday Mexico broke off dip- 
lomatic relations with Great Britain, 
Relations between England and Mex- 
ico have been strained since British 
and American oil properties were 
seized by onr neighboring country on 
March 18. But Hie ostensible reason 
given for the break w’as a note Eng- 
land sent to IMexlco demanding pay- 
ment of less than $100,000 on an old 
claim due Great Britain by the coun- 
try sontli of the Rio Grande, and the 
complaint made by England that Mex- 
ico was discriminating in favor of 
the U. S. A. in meeting obligations. 
This w’hine from England about Mex- 
ico not paying a debt of less than 
$100,000 is ridiculous when one re- 
nllzes that Great Britain has for years 
refused to pay the U. S. A. even the 
interest on the $5,185,730,763 she ow’es 
this country for money loaned during 
tlie AVorld War and for rehabilitation 
purposes in the years right after Hie 
end of that war. Altruistic, sincere 
Great Britain, the bulwark of Dem- 
ocracy, the country that w’as going 
to insist on justice for Ethiopia, the 
nation that W’onld use the U. S. A. for 
a catspaw’. 

Onr attention has been called by a 
neighbor to tlie fact that the new’ 
apartment building on Mount Ida st., 
New’ton. is three stories high facing 
that street, although the revised build- 
ing code of Newton specifies that build- 
ings of this type shall be only two 
stories high. The Newton Public 
Buildings Department states that the 
low’er story facing Mount Ida street 
is a basement and will be half under- 
ground when the grading Is comple- 
ted. There will be several apart- 
ments rented In the basement. 


The Middlesex County Selectmen’s 
Association held a meeting at Con- 
cord on Tuesday night to protest 
against the laying off by the State 
Public Works Department of many 
hundreds of men who had been work- 
ing on highways. This wholesale dis- 
charge of men in need was allegedly 
taken in retaliation for the defeat of 
the enlarged State budget by Repub- 
lican members of the Legislature. The 
meeting was attended by the Select- 
men, a large number of the discharged 
men. and members of the Legislature. 
One of the features of the meeting 
was a verbal battle between Senator 
Carroll of South Boston. Democratic 
floor leader and one of the apparent 
spokesmen for Governor Hurley, and 
Senator George Moyse of AV^altham, 
a Republican w’ho has frequently voted 
against his fellow’ Republicans during 
the regimes of Governor Curley and 
Governor Hurley. Carroll accused 
Moyse of having been responsible to 
a degree for the discharges of the 
Middlesex County men by his votes on 
several bills. Moyse arose to his feet 
in apparent wrath and retorted to Car- 
roll Hiat “he w’ould jump through a 
lioop for no man.” The seeming wordy 
quarrel between Carroll and Moyse ap- 
peared to many as an “act.” During 


Hie meeting Moyse was heckled with 
shouts of “Stop playing with the Gov- 
ernor.” In the Legislature the follow- 
ing day Moyse was one of the five Re- 
piiblicnn Senators who voted against 
Hie new budget of $71,700,000 and 
lilocked the progress of this bill. 


How’ many more cars wdll plunge 
off bridges In Boston with occupants 
to lie trapped and drow’ned before It 
will occur to officials of that city to 
place strong, protective cables along 
the sides of the bridges? In New’ton 
also la n dangerous bridge which 
sliould have a stout cable on either 
side. We called attention to It years 
ago. It Is the bridge over the Bos- 
ton & Albany tracks at St. James st.; 
narrow and over w’hlch passes much 
traffic. Should an automobile skid off 
it onto the R. & A, tracks below’ with 
a passenger train approaching, a bad 
railroad w’reck might ensue.

This w’as not news to mnii w’ho 
are in touch with State House activi- 
ties. Nor W’as Ferrara the only crim- 
inal who w'as given employment in a 
State department tlirongh the influence 
of high officials of tliis Commonwealth. 
“God Save the Commonwealth of Mas- 
saclinsetts.” 

Representative Baker of this city 
oppo.^^^ed a bill which this week was 
favorably voted on by the lower branch 
of onr State Legislature, and which 
will probably be killed in the Senate. 
This bill W’ould prohibit anyone being 
employed by the State who holds any 
other public position. It has been right- 
fully contended that there are alto- 
gether too many persons who are draw- 
ing salaries from tw’o or more pnblic 
positions In these days when so 
large a percentage of onr people can- 
not obtain gainful employment and are 
on public w’elfare. Baker’s opposition 
to the liill was based on the fact that 
in its present form it would be imprac- 
tical. as it W’ould prevent, among other 
filings, the employment of teachers in 
State extension courses. 

It can also he said that there are 
too many State employees — and also 
municipal employees. w4#o are drawing 
excellent salaries, w’ho intrude into 
competition in private business with 
men and women who are having a 
difticiilt time to remain self-support- 
ing. Snell public employees include 
those who take advantage of iinnsnal 
infiuence which their positions bring, 
to compete unfairly with persons regu- 
larly engaged in the line of business 
into which they liave chiselled. And 
some of these greedy Individnnls are 
persons who pose in their coniinnnl- 
ties as persons of high ethics and al- 
truists.

Rotary Ckib 

At the Monday meeting of th^ New- 
ton Rotary Club Mr. Henry I. Har- 
riman gave an excellent outline of 
the political and economic condition.** 
existing in Europe today. He stressed 
the political and economic develop- 
ments following and depending upon 
the war. and suggested possible fu- 
ture trends. He expressed the feel- 
ing that the Treaty of Versailles was 
a tremendous blunder, and that it was 
understandable, but unfortunate that 
the Allies took it out on their de- 
feated opponents after the war. * 

In his analysis of pre.sent-day con- 
ditions. he expressed the opinion that 
England and Germany are relatively 
strong, and that Italy and France are 
relatively weak. Germany has prac- 
tically no nnemplo>Tnpnt and shows 
tremendous industrial expansion since 
Hitler came Into power and since it 
began its huge program of rearma- 
ment. 

Mr. Harriman .‘spoke briefly concern- 
ing the rapid Industrialization of Rus- 
sia. but pointed out that it has n*ot 
yet learned to operate these new units 
efficiently. At the present time it 
has units that are working at only 
2.5*7^ efficiency He does not feel 
that Russia will become an acgre.ssor 
at an early date. 

Italy’s aggression in Ethiopia was 
well planned and it has gained a ter- 
ritory twi. . the size of Italy Itself. 
This new territory is fertile and full 
of necessary raw materials. From a

Mayor Makes Moan 
Head of Police 
Traffic Bureau 

.Mayor Childs announced on Wed- 
nesday that he had ordered the imme- 
diate organization of the traffic bu- 
reau in the Newton Police Department 
and that he had also ordered that 
Lietif. Edward Moan should be its 
head. Last year the then newly or- 
ganized Newton Safety Council voted 
to recommend the establishing of a 
traffic bureau in the Newton police de- 
partment on the theory that it would 
be of assistance in promoting safety. 
The Safety Council also recommended 
that Sergeant Richard Bannon be ap- 
pointed head of the bureau Bannon 
had attended the short course on traf- 
fic safety given at Harvard University 
and had been designated by Chief 
Hughes for the assignment. 

.Mayor Childs refused to approve 
Bannon’s appointment to head the 
traffic bureau and Instead designated 
Lieut. Moan. The Board of Aldermen 
were of the belief that should Moan 
be made head of the traffic bureau. 
Serg. Bart Cullen, mechanic of the po- 
lice department, and over whom there 
has been much controversy between 
the Mayor and members of the Board 
of Aldermen, would be promoted to 
lieutenant to succeed Moan on regular 
duty. Mayor Childs, two years ago. 
recommended that provision be made 
in the budget of the police department 
.so that Cullen could be advanced to 
the rank of lieutenant, and the .Aider- 
men refu.sed. So. when the .Mayor des- 
ignated .Moan to head the traffic bu- 
reau. the Aldermen refused to appro- 
priate money for the proposed person- 
nel of the traffic bureau and there ha.s 
been an impasse for months. Moan’s 
duties as one of the two lieutenants in 
charge of the night platoons of the 
police force will have to be assumed 
by one of the sergeants. This will 
leave a shortage in the present set-up 
of the .sergeants.

THE MOTORISTS* MONEY— A LIVE ISSUE 

Regardle.ss of the final outcome of the arguments on Beacon 
Hill as to the use of the balance of fa,nds remaining from the 
receipt of gasoline taxes the eventual policy in regard to their 
use, and of the effect of such use upon the real estate tax 
will still be in abeyance and it may readily become an issue of 
the forthcoming political campaign. Some six years ago, when 
the Federal government increased its roadbuilding activities 
and co-operated more fully with the various states it did not 
seem practical to expand the highway development program. 
The continual additions to our highway system also consider- 
ably increased maintenance allotments and engineering ex- 
penses. There remained an unexpended balance in the highway 
fund of approximately eight millions of dollars. Not only in 
Massachusetts but in other states these balances were di- 
verted into general funds and in this Commonwealth kept 
down the tax assessment upon the various municipalities. This 
assessment, designated as the state tax, balances the difference 
between the income of the state and its expenditures and falls 
directly on real estate taxpayers. 

Agitation of motorists, automobile and truck associations, 
against diverting these funds and urging that they be expended 
upon highway construction has had little effect until recently. 
The expectation that the Federal Government will penalize 
states diverting gas tax funds by withholding grants on high- 
way projects forces additional attention upon the problem. 
In this way Massachusetts will suffer to the extent of three 
millions of dollars if highway funds are diverted into general 
revenue this year. Governor Hurley, thus, must take the re- 
sponsibility of such a step if he continues to insist upon such 
a transfer. 

The proposal to distribute the remaining funds to the cities 
and towns as an offset against highway appropriations will not 
bring a Federal penalty. Neither w’ill it affect local tax rates, 
unless the municipality itself authorizes expenditures or ad- 
ditional road work in which case local officials w'ill bear the 
responsibility of an increased local tax. Such a distribution 
will mean, however, a greatly increased state tax which will 
be off.set by the receipt of gas tax funds and become only a 
bookkeeping entry. Until some permanent policy is adopted 
either by vote of the people, or even possibly a reduction of 
one cent in the gas tax the question will continue to be a 
live issue.

She 
gracefully retired, and then D. Ralph 
MacLenn comically attempting to imi- 
tate Miss Somers hobbled down the 
aisle and presented Mr. Wight with n 
photograph of the glee club members 
which had been autographed by all, 
Mr. Wight, with characteristic mod- 
esty. gave the credit for tho club’s 
success to Its outstanding director. 
Mr. Mnclvoan, and to the loyal sup- 
port ho has received from the mem 
bers. Further praise of Mr. Wight 
wn.s given by the officers of tho club. 

The Highland Glee Club was or- 
ganized In 1908 hy the late Edgar J. 
Smith and incorporated In 1921. Its 
Interest was almost entirely localized 
in Newton Highlands and was pri- 
marily a social organization. Very 
early In its career, however, under 
the able leadership of Mr. Smith, the 
club made its influence felt among 
male singing organizations in this 
vicinity and steadily grew. In its early 
days, rather pretentious programs 
were undertaken with success and the 
club presented many worthwhile solo- 
ists and prospered. During the World 
War. most of the men in this group 
were identified with service work to 
the extent that there was some ques- 
tion of abandoning the organization. 
However, sufficient loyalty and Inter- 
est prevailed so that this was averted 
and during the next few years the 
cluh remained intact and contributed 
its services on patriotic occasions. 

Vp to this point, the club had had 
but two conductors, Edgar J. Smith 
and Almon J. Fairbanks. Tho next 
few years the club continued its ac- 
tivities under the leadership of George 
S. Dunham and A. Vincent Bennett, 
now rector of Christ Church in Fitch- 
burg and one of the outstanding Epls 
copal clergymen In this section of 
the country. Since 1922 the cluh has 
been under the able direction of D. 
Ralph MacLean and much of Its pres- 
ent success Is attributed to his ca- 
pability and dynamic personality In 
holding this group, which now com- 
prises 85 voices, together. 

In the past 15 years, during which 
the club has become recognized as 
outstanding among the male singing 
organizations in this part of the coun- 
try, there has been an unswerving loy- 
alty on the part of its membership 
to the underlying principle on which 
the club was founded — good fellowship 
and good singing. 

The first and outstanding charac- 
teristic of this splendid group is per- 
haps best exemplified by the fact that 
considerable portion of its mem- 
bers come from outside the City of 
Newton. From an active membership 
of 85. during the sea.son 35 meetings. 
Including rehearsals and concerts, were 
held, at which there was an average 
attendance of 65. An interesting com- 
mentary on the activity of the club 
Is the numerous occasions on which 
members from other nearby cities and 
towns, which comprise its member- 
ship, have enthusiastically supported 
civic activities In which the club has 
participated. 

It has been no small problem, since 
the club has become so large, to find 
a satisfactory place to hold Its re- 
hearsals and other activities, compris- 
ing meetings, smokers and dinners. 
This problem has been solved very 
graciously by the Trinity Episcopal 
Church which has extended the con- 
v’enlences and warm, hospitality of 
their Parish House to the club. In 
fact, all during its progress one of 
the strong supporters has been Rev. 
Edward T. Sullivan of Trinity Church. 

The Highland Glee Club was one 
of the original Incorporators of the 
Federated Glee Clubs of New England, 
from which the Federated Glee Clubs 
of America has been an outgrowth. 
It, therefore, takes considerable pride 
in being Identified with this national 
movement. 

With Its high musical ideals, which 
have resulted in maintaining Interest- 
ing and worthwhile programs and pre- 
senting to its audiences soloists of 
national repute, it has never lost sight 
of its original policy of maintaining 
tho morale and esprit de corps umong 
its active inemberslilp, which lias no 
doubt been largely responsible for its 
continued success. To this end, the 
Executive Committee of the club has 
always been active, with a personal 
Interest In the particular activity for 
which It has been held responsible. 

The policy of the cluh lias been 
conservative and its growth and prog- 
ress steady for the past 15 years and 
is an organization of which tho City 
of Newton can well he proud. Incor- 
porated for educational and charltahlo 
purposes, tho organization’s principal 
source of income is from approximate- 
ly 200 patrons, who contribute $3 a 
year for 2 tickets to each of 2 con- 
certs, In addition to these, the cluh 
accepts several outside engagements, 
which Is necessary to meet Its finan- 
cial obligations. 

Tho cluh has finally realized its am- 
bition in the cstahlishment of a Schol- 
arship Fund to assist in tho musical 
education of some talented hoy or girl 
In tho City of Newton. With such a 
splendid incentive, tho Highland Glee 
Club, with Its 85 active memlHirs, bus 
pledge'll its sustaining memliersliip a 
continued series of concerts wlilcii 
sliould warrant tluir active and en- 
ihusiastic support.

Elicker New 
Rotary Club 

President 


Paul E. Elicker. principal of tho 
Newton High School, has been elected 
hy the Board of Directors of tho 
Newton Rotary Club as president. Mr. 
Elicker succeeds Dr. Frank R. Clark 
whoso term expires shortly. At the 
meeting on Monday Dr. Clark was 
presented with his past president’s 
badge hy Mr. EUckcr. Dr. Claik 
leaves shortly for the International 
Rotary convention In California. Har- 
ry Bascom, general secretary of tho 
Newton Y. 'M. C. A. was elected vice- 
president and Herbert McGill and 
George Bralnerd were re-elected sec- 
retary and treasurer, respectively. 
James Reynolds was elected sergeant- 
at-arms. 

Directors for the new year will be. 
In addition to the officers. Julius War- 
ren. Edward D. Leonard. Philip En- 
holm and Rev. Ray Eusden. 

Dr. Warren K. Lewis. Professor of 
Chemical Engineering at M. I. T. spoke 
to the club on “The Profit Motive in 
Industry.” Dr. Lewis first of all point- 
ed out that tho natural first step from 
tho condition of savagery Is a con- 
centration of authority. Although this 
concentration first may be militaristic 
in its nature It eventually lends into 
a concentration In terms of economic 
power. Tho acquisition of property 
hy those In power turns to tho logi- 
cal step of using property for the ac- 
quiring of profits. In order to have 
progress there must be this concen- 
tration of power. 

Dr. Lewis expressed the opinion 
that In any society which seeks to 
have a maximum production of goods 
for human needs, the profit system 
must be allowed to function In the 
hands of individuals or small groups. 
The profit system allows an evalua- 
tion of services on a competitive ba- 
sis and each individual must produce 
services or goods in competition with 
all other Individuals. This competi- 
tion is a stimulation to progress. He 
feels that this competition under the 
profit system Is an impersonal compe- 
tition. If there were government con- 
trol the evaluation generally tends 
not to be impersonal, but rather a 
matter of personal opinion, Tho profit 
system, unhampered hy the govern- 
ment, emphasizes the necessity for 
co-operation, team play, and loyalty. 
The profit system tends to put the 
power into the hands of those who 
have demonstrated that they can 
handle it sensibly and profitably for 
society. Under a government con- 
trol system, distribution of power Is 
generally made on the basis that It 
should be in the hands of individuals 
who profit from use of force or persua- 
sion. * 

Dr. Lewis pointed out that under 
a profit system there is no funda- 
mental clash between labor and man- 
agement, both of them having a com- 
munity interest in that they are in- 
terested in the creation and distribu- 
tion of goods for their own profit. 

Lastly. Dr. I..€wis emphasized the 
fact that under any profit system the 
question of leadership l.s the most 
important factor of all. Ho felt that 
In the years since tho World War 
American business has not exerted 
the leadership it could In our Amer- 
ican society. 



62 YEARS AGO

It reported 
that the cost will be $75. 


RED CROSS 


Mr. Norman H. Davis, National 
Chairman of the American Red Cross, 
has requested that all Chapters ap- 
peal to the public for financial assist- 
ance for China. American residents 
in these parts report that actual star- 
vation is taking place and the number 
of refugees Is fast Increasing. "While 
camps are, and have been, in operation 
for months, the lack of funds is hold- 
ing back the w'ork of the Red Cross. 
It Is well to know that one dollar will 
feed, clothe, and house a refugee for 
a month. The contributions from New- 
ton will 1)0 added to those from other 
countries and sent direct, to China. 

It will not be a burdensome task for 
Newton to raise Its quota of $800 if 
each village will do Its part to help 
this friendly people at this time. The 
chairman of the Newton Chapter, Mr. 
Joseph B. Jamieson has been request- 
eil to set the time limit for June 15th. 
Contributions should be made out — 
Newton Chapter American Red Cross 
and sent to 12 Austin st., Newtonville. 


The regular meeting of the School 
Committee was held on Wednesday 
evening. The superintendent of schools 
road his quarterly report for tho time 
from January 1 to May 1. Tho at- 
tendance has not been very good, sick- 
ness and want of proper clothing be- 
ing the main causes. Many laboring 
men have been out of work, on account 
of the hard times, and have not been 
able to provide suitable clothing for 
their children. He recommended the 
building of a small, primary school 
near “Cold Spring Village,” and pos- 
sibly In one or two other places In 
the city, which would Increase attend- 
ance In the lower grades. Tho attend- 
ance In the schools for the four months 
was as follows — average enrollment, 
2368; average attendance. 2150; per- 
centage 90.7; tardy. District 1, 524 
District 2. 98; District 3, 246; District 
4, 932.. Disciplined— District 1. 302 
District 2. 125; District 3. 447; District 
4. 384. Punished— District 1. 143; Dis- 
trict 2, 32; District 3, 121; District 4, 
70. 

Tho Superintendent said the 
course of study in the schools Includes 
too much and teachers are obliged to 
shorten recitations to give time for 
each study In the day. Arithmetic 
and reading are below what they 
ought to be. He favored ungraded 
schools at West Newton, North Vil- 
lage, Newton and Upper Falls for 
pupils who can only spend a short 
time In school and cannot be well ac- 
commodated In the graded schools,

Powers’ Paras^raphs 


There lias been much publicity given 
the past few weeks over the discharge 
of n considernblo number of men who 
had been employed for many years hy 
tho State Public Works Department, 
These men are residents of Middlesex 
County and it is alleged they were de- 
prived of employment in revenge for 
the refnsur of Republican members of 
the Legislature to vote for the en- 
larged State budget which was recent- 
ly rejected. It has also been alleged 
that Governor Hurley was responsible 
for the discharge of the men deprived 
of their livelihood. Inasmuch as Gov- 
ernor Hurley has been going about 
the State, since becoming chief execu- 
tive of Massachusetts, telling of his 
high ideals, and frequently stating that 
his affection for his children influences 
him to conduct his office in a righteous 
manner, it is difilcult to conceive that 
he would cause the discharge through 
cheap political motives of poor la- 
borers who have little children depend- 
ing on them. 


Two years ago and more we criti- 
cized that WPA activity known as the 
Federal Arts Projects. We stated that 
on these projects were many al- 
leged actors and actresses, artists and 
writers, who had never earned a liv- 
ing, and in some cases even compensa- 
tion in these professions. We also said 
there were numbers of young women 
and men without dependents obtaining 
from the WPA Arts Projects about 
double the allotments given to men 
with families who were on ordinary 
WPA projects. In the BOSTON GLOBE 
on Monday we read in Dorothy Thomp- 
son’s column about the Pepper-Coffee 
bill known as the Fine Arts Act, which 
is now being consldereil by Congi'ess. 
This bill, according to Miss Thomp- 
son, will evolve these WPA Federal 
Arts relief recipients into regular Fed- 
eral employees with permanent posi- 
tions and with minimum wages of $30 
per week. When Congress will give 
consideration to such a preposterous 
bill, with tho millions of unemployed 
In this country who are not obtaining 
even the bare necessities of life, and 
with more millions exhausting their 
rapidly diminishing savings to keep 
off welfare, It is not difficult to visu- 
alize our economic confusion becom- 
ing chaotic. 


During the past ten years the writer 
has several times urged that a traf- 
fic signal be installed at the Inter- 
section of Wutertow’n and Chapel sts., 
Nonantum w’here pedestrians have had 
to face heavy vehicular traffic In cross- 
ing Watertown st. Residents of No- 
nantum will certainly approve the ac- 
tion of the Mayor and Aldermen in 
providing this long needed signal. The 
traffic signal opposite Newton Hos- 
pital on Washington st. has also been 
needed to protect pedestrians who 
cross that street after having alighted 
from busses. The speed which many 
automobile drivers operate by the hos- 
pital certainly endangers the lives 
of the public. The signals to be in- 
stalled at Newton Highlands square 
and near City Hall to protect pedes- 
trians, are also needed. 


Tho chnngo at Nowfonvllle sq. where- 
by tho presont boacon at tho Inter- 
section of Washington and Walnut 
sts. will be removed and replaced by 
signals at tho four corners is being 
made heennso it is nIIogo<lIy In ac- 
cordance with tho latest principals of 
traffic engineering. This change was 
suggested several months ago at a 
meeting of the Newton Safety Coun- 
cil In a report made by the engineer- 
ing committee of that council. In 
making that report it was stated that 
the beacon Impeded tho free flow of 
traffic and that It had been struck a 
number of times by motor vehicles. 
In that same report the committee 
urged that the three concrete beacons 
which are located near the Newton 
Trust Company building at Newton 
Corner, on Washington. Centre and 
Hall sts., be removed for tho same 
alleged reason, but residents and busi- 
ness men of Newton Corner who were 
present at the meeting immediately 
objected to the suggestion, which was 
made by persons residing In another 
section of the city, because the ob- 
jectors knew for years of observation 
that these concrete beacons had daily 
prevented many accidents. 

It was stated at that meeting that 
the beacon at Newtonville had been 
hit a number of times by automobiles. 
That w’as true, but a majority of the 
drivers of the vehicles which hit the 
beacon were Under the Influence of 
liquor. There are places where traffic 
signals In the centre of Intersections 
may be traffic hazards. There are 
many other intersections where bea- 
cons prevent accidents by keeping In- 
competent or inconsiderate drivers 
from operating in tho area which be- 
longs to traffic coming from the oppo- 
site direction. Only recently Waltham 
has placed inexpensive obstructions at 
a number of street intersections to 
guldo traffic, and they are preventing 
collisions which formerly occurred at 
the intersections. It will be interest- 
ing to observe whether or not there 
will bo fewer collisions at Newton- 
vlllo sq. in tho future than there 
have been In the past.

Thought for Memorial Day

lias been a most encouraging response. 
Attempts to pass legislation requiring 
tile registration of bicycles have failed 
and no doubt tlio General Court knew 
wlmt it was doing. Now, liowevor, 
Miief Tratllo Engineer Edgar F. Copell 
lias suceeeded in securing tlie co-opera- 
tion of Massiicliusetts scliool and po- 
lice uutliorities in urging bicycle rid- 
ers, purticularly boys and girls, to 
subscribo of tiielr own accord to rules 


and regulations for their protection 
as w'ell as that of the public. There 
is nothing compulsory about it, which 
perhaps is just as well, but cyclists 
may show they themselves believe 
something should be done. Assurance 
comes that the Idea Is taking-on all 
over the State. We haven’t heard that 
Newton Is active as yet but believe 
that once it catches local interest, our 
ow’n city will be foremost In what ap- 
pears to bo a most progressive step.

Officials Elected 
At Kansas City 


Althougli taking place on May 16th, 
the next to the last day of the week’s 
sessions of the Triennial of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, in 
Kansas City, Missouri, news of the 
result of the election of new officers 
may rightly take first position in the 
report of the Convention. 

Keenest Interest was in the contest 
for the first vice-presidency. By al- 
most unwritten law the one who has 
neld the first vice-presidency during 
the pa.st three year.s steps up into the 
presidency, so that contest for first 
place i.s rare. But this rule does not 
hold true of the other offices, and 
women who have proven their abili- 
ties and their prowess as leaders may 
seek — (luite rightly — the first vice- 
presidency. and their adherents and 
warm admirers come forth valiantly 
to place them in line for highest hon- 
ors. 

Mrs. Saidie Orr Dunbar, of Port- 
land. Ore., first vice-president for the 
last three years, was unanimously 
elected president. She has announced 
that emphasis in her term will be laid 
upon human welfare, peace, and the 
fundamental principles of religion. 
Mrs. John L, Whitehurst, of Balti- 
more. won the most earnestly sought 
office, the first vice-presidency, which 
will lead to the presidency in 1941. 

Mrs. Whitehurst Is a member of tlie 
Board of Regents of the University 
of Maryland, and a member of the 
.Maryland Board of Agriculture. Dur- 
ing the last three years, she has been 
chairman of the department of Educa- 
tion of the General Federation. The 
theme of Mrs. Roberta Campbell Law- 
son’s three-year term as president has 
been "education for living,” and Mrs. 
Wliltehnrst’s department has occupied 
a dominant place in the Federation’s 
progiam. .-Vs chairman, Mrs. White- 
burst has traveled widely and has 
made more than 100 addresses on this 
subject, visiting almost every state. 
Slie has emphasized conservation of 
youth through proper training, and 
sucli fMlucatlon of American citizens 
as will offset Radical propaganda. Her 
campaign for the first vice-presidency 
has been vigorous, supported by a 
truinload of delegates arriving on a 
Maryland special — n most Interesting 
campaign feature, in this enthnsinsNc 
group of nearly a hundred ardent ad- 
mirers. She defeated Mrs. Walter W. 
Seymour, of Chicago, who has been 
second vice-president, by a vote of 514 
to 3S8. 

Another campaigning group, this 
time from .Massacliusef ts, gave zest to 
the contest to elect .Mrs. Dickinson, 
all New PlnglamT women joining in 
this partisanship. 

Tlie secoiul vice presidency was won 
l)y Mrs. I.aFell Dickinson, of Keene, 
N. 11., over two other candidates, Mrs. 
George W. .Adams, of Andalusia. Ala- 
l»ama ami Mr.s. Fiarold G. Bogart, of 
.Akroii, Colorado, in tlie only other con- 1 
test for Ofllee. .Mrs. lloraee Moiiar I 
Ititcliie. ot .Athens, Ga., was elected i 


recording secretary, over Mrs. Jeffer- 
son D. Atwood, of Iloswell, New Mex- 
ico. Unopposed candidates were: Mrs. 
J. L. B. Buck, Richmond, Va., treas- 
urer: and Mrs. F. F. Bossuot, Havre, 
Mont.: Mrs. E. II. Heller, Louisville, 
Ky., and Mrs. Earl B. Padgett, Gnlllon, 
Ohio, trustees. 

Strict rules wore enforced during 
the hours of voting which added ex- 
citement to the mystery of the con- 
tests. and which made for complete 
justice and freedom from personal in- 
fluence. Conversation In the voting 
room was prohibited to prevent elec- 
tioneering. And members of the Cre- 
dential committee, who were in charge 
of the registration of delegates, were 
prohibited from discussing the quali- 
fications of any candidate with anyone 
at any time during the Convention, on 
pain of being automatically removed as 
a member of the committee, a dis- 
grace, indeed! 

Delegates were Identified by being 
required to wear a pink ribbon marked 
“voting delegate” which they received 
when they presented their credentials 
at the opening of the Convention, and 
paid $5 at the time of registration. 

When the delegate voted she ap- 
plied to the chairman of her State 
Election committee In the Registration 
Room for a card marked “voting dele- 
gate." Then she was passed into the 
enclosure for voting, where the rule 
for strict silence also was enforced. 

Six voting machines similar to those 
used in New York elections were 
brought to Kansas City to eliminate 
any ballot box evils. The automatic 
voting record likewise saved time in 
counting the ballots, and in knowing 
the re.sult of the vote. 


Candidates Tea 


In contrast to the severity of busi- 
ness procedure of the voting day. was 
the altogether delightful social func- 
tion in the Tea tendered to all Can- 
didates previous to election day. The 
notable guests of the clubwomen at 
the Hotel Muehleback stepped off the 
elevator Into a bower of roses. Mrs. 
Dunbar, of Portland. Oregon, the un- 
opposed candidate for the presidency, 
distributed pink and red roses to all 
guests, the piquancy of this favor be- 
ing heightened by the fact that they 
had been shipped by airplane from 
Portland, her home city, for the event 

tribute to what is made possible by 
today’s inventions, which sometimes 
we forget or take too much for grant- 
ed! 

Doing the honors for Mrs. Dunbar 
in this presentation. Mrs. Henry E. 
Harris. State Art chairman of Ore- 
gon. and several very lovely Oregon 
Juniors, gave each guest their rose. 

The ten candidates were in the re- 
ceiving line. Gowned In floor-length 
formal frocks of lace, chiffon, organdy, 
crepe, and taffeta, most of them wear- 
ing picture hats, each candidate was 
Introduced by the president of her 
home-state Federation. Mrs, Dunbar 
was presented by Mrs. A. C. McIntyre. 
Oregon State Federation president, of 
Pendleton. 

The guests were served punch and 
cookies. Tables were decorated with 
roses, larkspur, snapdragons, and pink 
gladioli In tall silver vases.

The New President 

A word about the new president. 
Mrs. Saidie Orr Dunbar, her back- 
ground. her interests, her career, may 
cquaint clubwomen with the character 
and personality of the woman who is 
to head the largest organization of 
women in the world, during the next 
tliree years. 

The woman they have elected, and 
who has served as first vice-president 
during the past three years, was swept 
into the office of president without op- 
position. She is a native Missourian, 
liaving lieen liorn in a log cabin in 
Scotland County, in the northeast cor- 
ner of file state. 

Mrs. Dunbar is a daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Robert Perry Orr, 
pioneer Missouri farmers. She lived 
in the log cabin on a farm near 
Granger. Mo., until she was 6 years 
old. tlien went with her parents to 
Clianute. Kans.. where she livved until 
she was lu years old. Her parents 
moved to Fre.sno. Calif., stayed tliere 
a year, tlien went to Oregon.* wliere 
Mrs. Dunbar lias lived since. 

For 22 years Mrs. DunJiar has lieen 
executive secretary of the Oregon Tu- 
lierciilosls Association, and under her 
direction it has become one of the 
outstanding public health groups in 
America. For several years slie has 
lieen instructor in community organi- 
zations in the University of Oregon 
Medical School’s department of nurs- 
ing edueation. 

In recognition of Mrs. Dunbar's 
iiuinanitarian work in social siMVice, 
Linfleld College, of McMinnville. Ore- 
g«m. conferred upon her the honorary 
j degree of Doctor of Humane Letters in 
'June, lIi.'fT. the first woman to ln' 
granted an honorary degree in the SO- 
year history of the college. 

! Slie is a member of tlie National Tn- 
herculosis Association, the Amercian 
Association of Social \Vorke*rK, the 
Oregon State Graduate Nurses’ Asso- 
eiutloii. and of the Presliyterlaii 
i hiireh. Site has a daugliter. Mrs. Wil- 
liam D. Winter, Jr., aiul a son, Allen 
Dnniiar. Iiotli of Portland. 

Club service for Mrs, Dunbar began 
in IJMiS when slie was appointed eliair- 
man of I'lildic Healtli for the Oregon 
Feileratioii wliieh iiresented lier as a 
eaiididale for tlie liigliest office in tlie 
(ietn.ral Federation. She served, snli 
seqnciiily, as eliairtiian of Education 
and of Pnidie Welfare, us trustee on 
tile SclKdarsiiip 1,01111 Fund Bour<l. as 
eorrespoiMlhig secretary, ami as presl- 
d'-iii. 

Ill tile Geiii-ral Federation slie lie 
• ame i-lialrmaii of the I'lilillc Welfare 
de|iarimeni and dean of department 
eliairmaii in I!>2S. wliicli won for Iier 
a place on tlie Executive Hoard. She 
was elected recording sucretary in 
l!».‘i2. and in HL'i.'i was chosen first 
vice-president. 


Mrs. Dunbar went direct from Kan- 
sas City to AVashington, at the close 
of the convention, and will spend the 
three years of her term in Federation 
Headquarters there. Wlien she came 
to Kansas City from Portland last 
week, Mrs. Dunbar brought her 
packed trunks along, knowing her 
election was a certainty and that she 
would move on to Washington. 

For diversion in lier term of office, 
Mrs. Dunbar said she would do petit 
point needlework. 

Mrs. Dunlmr, in making her first 
address as the incoming president, 
on May 17th. declared from the Con- 
vention platform, that the theme of 
her administration would be “Adjust- 
ing Democracy for Human Welfare ’. 
As she has been active in the State 
of Oregon on all public welfare mat- 
ters she should be qualified to lead 
a campaign for such betterment. “How 
can we promote public welfare, or 
human welfare?" was a question of 
her address which she answered in 
this wise: "Certainly we cannot live

School Department 
To Use Cost System 
To Effect Economy 



At the moetiug of the Newton School 
Committee on Monday night Supt. of 
Schools Warren Htnte<l that he haa 
Introduced a cost accounting system 
in the school department which Is In- 
tended to effect economies In the 
schools. In conjunction with the new 
system, he had Hats prepared, one of 
which shows detailed figures relative 
to Items under Incidental expenses In- 
curred In the operation of the schools; 
and the other a statement of costs of 
operating the senior and junior high 
schools, and segregated hy depart- 
ments. Copies of the latter list are to 
be given department heads so that 
they can observe what Is a fair expen- 
diture in the teaching of a given sub- 
ject. Supt. Warren told the school 
committee that the system is planned 
to assist ill determining the expendi- 
ture of funds over a period of years 
and will provide a solentlflc device for 
the making of budgets. He said that 
the cost of operating the smaller 
schools Is proportionately larger than 
that of the larger schools. He gave 
copies of the two lists to members of 
the committee. He also gave advance 
copies of the annual report of the 
School Department to the committee. 
It is expected that the printed copies 
will he ready for distribution in June. 

The school committee approved 
boundaries for the four junior high 
school districts in the city, and it was 
stated that hereafter these boundaries 
will be strictly adhered to and pupils 
must attend the junior high school In 
the district where they reside. The 
committee approved the following ex- 
penditures for the month of April — 
salaries. $106,893.69; fuel, power, wa- 
ter. $3269.45; other expenses. $10.- 
654.47; out of State travel. $119.70; 
total, $120,027.31. Trade School — 
salaries, $5044.60; fuel, power, water, 
$964.18; other expenses, $1704.73; ga- 
rage rent. $150; total. $7863,61. 

An application for the use of the Em- 
erson School kindergarten on a Satur- 
day in June, made by Mrs. Harold T. 
Sprague for a recital by her pupils, 
was refused ns the committee believed 
it would not come within the definition 
of charity or education. 

The committee approved the trans-

F. A. Day junior high school where 
she will teach English.

Second Render, as fol- 
lows: 

Friends: 

Tonight we are to listen to a lec- 
ture on Christian Science, to w’hlch 
you are most cordially welcome. 

In the Bible. II Corinthians. Paul 
writes. "Behold now is the accepted 
time, behold now is the day of salva- 
tion." 

In elucidation of these words, we 
read in the Christian Science Text- 
book. Science and Health, with Key to 
the Scriptures, by Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of the 
Christian Science movement, these 
words. “Now." cried the apostle, "is the 
accepted time behold, now is the day 
of salvation.” — meaning, not that now 
men must prepare for a future-world 
salvation, or safety, but that now' is 
the time in which to experience that 
.salvation in spirit and in life. 

The subject of our lecture tonight is 
"Chrl.stlan Science: Christ Made Man- 
ifest in the Modern World." 

Our lecturer is a member of The 
Roard of Lectureship of The First 
Church of Christ Scientist, In Boston. 

It gives me pleasure to present to 
you Mr. Francis Lyster Jandron. df De- 
troit. Michigan. 

Mr. .Jandron. 


The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows: 

I. Christ Ever New 

Christ is not old-fashioned. Christ 
is ns new as this morning’s sunrise. 
Christianity is not old-fashioned. It 
is as fresh ns the dew on the grass. 
Christ and Christianity are as old as 
goodness, yet like goodness they never 
grow old. They have their place in 
the modern world, and there never 
will be anything which can take their 
place. The modern world knows no 
substitute for goodness, any mon* than 
it knows any .substitute for life. With- 
out Chri.st there can be no goodness, 
just as without a standard of coin- 
age there can he no dependable 
money. Christ is the pattern of goo<l- 
ness. the manifestation of God. Chris- 
tianity i.s its application. As a matter 
of fact. Christ is all that holds the 
world together. Without Christ and 
Christianity the world would com- 
pletely lapse into chaos. To become 
more progressive, more prosperous, 
and more peaceful, the world needs 
more of Clirist and of Christianity, 
not less. We shall never outgrow 
our need of Christ. 

Christian Science brings Christ into 
the modern world. Christian Science 
reveals Christ, not as a far-away per- 
sonality nor as a philosophical ah- 
straaMon. but as God made manifest 
to humanity in spiritual abundance, 
Christ is not hidden in theological 
mysteries: he lives in practical proofs 
of divine goodness in human affairs. 
Through Christian Science you and I 
can live Christianity successfully, 
Christian Science teaches that Chris- 
tianity neither began nor ended with 
.Jesus, its glorified exponent. Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, has 
made this plain in a few simple words 
in the Christian Science textbook, "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” There she says tp. 271). 
"Christ’s Christianity Is the chain of 
scientific being reappearing in all 
ages, maintaining its obvious cor- 
respond(>nce with the Scriptures and 
uniting all periods in the design of 
God." 

Christian Scientists adore .Jesus the 
Chri-it. They reverently acknowedge 
him to be tlie Son of God. In him 
they recognize the Way-shower for 
all mankind, the Exemplar of nian’s 
si)lritual perfection. From him they 
learn that Chrlstliness was not his 
nnifine p(*rsonal possession, for it is 
t!; reflection of the divine Spirit. 
God, It is ours to share in the 
measure that we share .Jesus’ willlng- 
n- '' to surrender materiality. In 
otl’.er words. Christian Science teaches 
that as you become animated hy the 
divine Spirit which animated .Jesus 
your own real nature comes into view. 
In reality you too are the son of 
th)d. no matter what you may have 
thought about yourself and no mat- 
I'-r what you may he thinking now. 
N'o mutter how far yotir human ex- 
perience may seem to have led you 
away frotn the (’hrist-ideal. yoti can 
through Christian Science bring Christ 
info your own sin-filled, sickness-filled, 
pnvorty-filled. or hate-filled world, God 
Is .always able to manifest Himself 
to you. You might be a castaway 
on a desert Island; you might he 
crushod by some unforeseen disaster: 
you might even seem to he swept 
away from the patfi of rectitude hy 
s<iino hypnotic influence: in the very 
wlhhrnesH in which you flinl your- 
.^olf. God is still able to manifest 
Illnrilf 10 you. Tills manifestation 
of God to the human consciousness 
is tho coming of the Christ. 

Christ will always appear to you 
in a form which you can understand 
and use. That is because God Is om- 
nipotent as well as omnipresent good. 
There can ho no harrier to prevent 
Him from making Himself manifest 
to you. God reveals Himself through 
a spiritual, scientific understanding of 
His divine nature, which Christian 
.S< lenco unfedds. Lift your thought 
from <iumh acriuiescence in evil to Joy- 
ful e.xpectatlon of good; from reli- 
ance on self to unselfed trust In God’s 
allin -s, and you will meet Christ. Your 
prohlem will then begin to solve it- 
self. Cause is never sepurato from Its 
efiect. nor God from His rnunlfestatlon. 
Mrs. Eddy lias said of Jesus (Science 


and Health, p. 3.‘12) that he appeared 
to mortals "in such a form of humanity 
as they could understand as well ns 
perceive.’’ So It is today. Appear- 
ing centuries ago in the form of the 
human Jesus to the humble shepherds, 
the receptive Wisemen, and the lowly 
disciples, the same Christ comes to- 
day through Christian Science to all 
prepared to receive it. Jesus’ life was 
dedicated to proving that every human 
problem can be solved when It Is 
brought into the light of omnipotent 
and omnipresent Truth, God, When 
viewed in Wiat light, all that is evil 
and discordant is seen to be an unreal 
shjwlow. an illusion. 

Christian Science defines God as di- 
vine Principle, and man as His Im- 
mortal reflection. Whenever you ac- 
knowledge that God is divine Prin- 
ciple and that you are His immortal 
reflection — and this is a purely men- 
tal act of which everyone Is capable — 
then Christ has begun to reign in your 
consciousness. In the degree that you 
lay hold of this truth about God and 
man evil will disappear from ^'our 
experience. Sickness, sin, sorrow, 
want, stagnation have no place In 
God’s creation. Wiseman or shepherd, 
child or adult, beginner or advanced 
student, you have but to cling to this 
A B C of Christian Science to prove 
for yourself that to you too, at the 
very crossroads of human experience 
where you are standing today, God 
makes Himself manifest in such a form 
as you can "understand as well as per- 
ceive.’’ Through Christian Science 
your human problem can be solved. 
Christ comes into your own world. 

Christian Science is not a human 
Invention, It is exactly what Its name 
indicates, provable scientific knowl- 
edge of Christ. It is raising mortals, 
resurrecting them. If you will, out of 
their deformed, despairing, dying es- 
timate of themselves. It Is giving 
them glimpses of man’s real relation- 
ship to God. You have only to get a 
glimpse of what Christian Science 
teaches about God, His omnipresence. 
His omnipotence, and His Infinite 
goodness, to feel very much happier 
about man than you have ever felt be- 
fore. With that first glimpse, which 
is all you need for a beginning, you 
are actually being born again. You 
are being born out of and away from 
your beliefs in a man-conceived, self- 
made. death-destined existence. You 
are being born into spiritual under- 
standing of your true being, through 
this awakening to the scientific defini-i 
tioh of God’s nature. Without a scl- 1 
entific definition of God, you will never 
know God. You will have a man- 
made Goil. and you will fall to recog- 
nize the God-made man. Jesus de- 
clared of his divine Christselfhood, 
"Before Abraham was, I am.’’ Heredi- 
ty cannot blight man’s real being, 
which is as old as God Himself, be- 
cause it coexists with God. All that 
Jesus had he derived from God, the 
source of all good. His ability to love, 
to pray, to heal, and to save came from 
God. That is equally true of you 
also, to the extent that you understand 
why it is true, and use it. Jesus 
proved that God makes Himself man- 
ifest in such a form as mortals can 
understand and perceive. Christian 
Science shows that Jesus’ teachings, 
far from being obsolete or not adapted 
to modern needs, actually afford the 
solution of every human need. Far 
from being a personal possession of 
a long-ago Jesus and unattainable to- 
day. the ever-new’ Christ is ours 
through Christian Science to use and 
to apply triumphantly.

Christian Sci- 
entists gratefully acknowledge that 
we owe to tho Christian churches the 
preservation of the Bible and the pa- 
tient efforts of centuries to spread 
the knowledge of the Scriptures, and 
to make them accessible to all. The 
Bible binds the Christian Science' 
( hurch with other Christian churches I 
in a comnu)n purpose. The Bible has | 
made Christ the living inspiration and i 
companion of many in every generation 
since the early days of the Christian 
era. From its pages earnest lovers of 
good have gained courage to follow in j 
the footsteps of their Lord and Mas- 1 
ter. strength to drink of his cup, and 
(ilvine assurance that they too might 
ultimately share his resurrection. 

.Mrs. Eddy is the Fotinder of a 
great religious movement. In less than 
three (luarters of a century Christian 
Science has encircled tho globe. Tho 
Christian Science church has not sup- 
planted the established evangelical 
churches. Its work began where the 
work of other denominations had come 
to a halt. Mrs. Eddy turned her back 
on the barren fields of scholastic the- 
ology. She reinstated practical, prim- 
itive Christianity. Through her 
churdi she has shared with mankind 
her Immortal discovery of tho Sci- 
ence of Christ. In Clirist ian Science, 
doctrines and divisions give place to 
the unity of spiritual understanding, 
which tests and proves Itself by its 
pow< r to heal. When .Mrs. Eddy dis- 
covered that God is the divine Princi- 
ple of all real being, and that evil is 
demonstrably unreal, she brought 
Chri.st into tho modern world. In 
Christian Science Mrs. Eddy has re- 
vealed trj humanity tho foundation on 
wlilcli Jesus’ works of healing and sal- 
vation are based. Jesus’ declaration, 
"The stone which the builders rejected, 
the same is become the head of tho

corner,’’ finds Its fulfillment in Mrs. 
Eddy’s teachings. Christian Science 
repeats the proofs of healing per- 
formed by the early Christians. It 
proclaims tho Science which under- 
lies Christian healing. It reveals 
Christ to mortals in a form which 
they can "understand ns well ns per- 
ceive.’’ Christian Science proves that 
Christ appears to mankind not merely 
as a personal Saviour but ns the ever- 
present fact of being, ns powerful to 
help us today as when Jesus himself, 
with divine compassion, "healed them 
that had need of healing.” 

Mrs, Eddy’s church was the natural 
outcome of her discovery of Christian 
Science, just ns her discovery of 
Christian Science was the natural out- 


«f Christian Science. Christ Jesus 
proved that it could bo overcome. Ho 
raised himself ^lep hy step nhove the 
persecutions of material sense through 
his spiritual understanding of man’s 
God-given nalure. He acknowledged 
^ no other cause, no other creator, no 
] other fntherhoml, than God. Ho re- 
I fused to concede power to anything 
or to any condition which was not 
in harmony with an infinitely perfect 
cause. 

Knowing God. Jesus knew man. Un- 
derstanding God’s nature, he under- 
stood that man's nature must reflect 
the divine nainre. Ho understood 
jthnt nothing which is unlike God can 
jin reality attach itself to man. or ex- 
press itself through man. Ho sep- 


nnd from tho ignorance and wlckod- 
ness of others. 

Wo often talk of tho machino age 
in w’hich wo Ilvo. Sometimes wo may 
wonder whether the machines which 
surround us are not making us more 
cogs in a complicated structure which 
wo are powerless to control. God’s 
man never surrenders his individual- 
ity. It is comforting to remember 
that no machine can ever bo power- 
ful enough or Intrlcnto enough to stop 
a single Chrlstllko thought. Neither 
man-made contrivances nor organized 
evil can over prevent tho healing 
Christ from becoming manifest to us 
In such a form ns wo can understand 
as well as perceive, oven though we 
seem to be in tjio house of bondage. 
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come of her study of the Scriptures 
and of her close communion with God 
and His Christ. Only on tho altar- 
step.s of our own Christliness can wo 
mount to a higher understanding of 
Gf)d. Mrs. Eddy had seen high hu- 
man hopes soar and fall. Tlirough 
it all she loved God steadfastly: and 
finally, in ISOfi. through a spiritual 
healing which at the time seemed 
miraculous, she found herself on the 
threshold of the discovery, which has 
already in many directions revolu- 
tionized human thought, and broad- 
ened the base of human achievement. 
The revelation which came to her 
is the "still small voice” which makes 
Itself heard when human will is si- 
lenced and earthly ties are loosened. 
It was revealed to Mrs. Eddy that 
God. infinite unchanging good, oper- 
ates as a present fact, with all the 
might and logic of divine Principle, 
to destroy everything unlike Itself. 
She recognized that God 'is divine 
Principle, and she saw that sin. sick- 
ness, and deatb itself cannot endure, 
cannot even exist, in the presence of 
spiritual understanding of God’s na- 
ture. Evil is seen to he unreal, and 
it disappears, in the measure that 
God’s allness is understood. With Mrs. 
Eddy’s discovery Christ comes new- 
born into the modern world. 

Mrs. Eddy devoted her life to Chris- 
tian Science with complete unselfish- 
ness. She applied her discovery to the 
salvation of men and women from 
the woes of sin, sickness, and sense. 
Tlure are still among ns today some 
who were eyewitnesses of* her mar- 
velous healing work. Many others 
have left written testimony of heal- 
ings which Mrs. Eddy performed. To- 
day Mrs. Eddy’s church, through Its 
manifold activities, is carrying on its 
mission of healing and strengthening 
all who selflessly seek its shelter. 
The Mother Church in Boston and its 
branch churches and societies all over 
the world have enabled thousands to 
find healing from sin and sickness. 
Tho varied activities of the Chris- 
tian Science cliurch reach every as- 
pect of human thought and action, 
to leave them better than it found 
I hem. (’hristian Science has never 
harmed anyone. The published peri- 
odicals of the Christian Scienci* church 
carry to humanity day by day new 
proofs and nmewed assurance of the 
presence of tho healing f’hrlst. ’f he 
thousands who have been healed by 
Christian Science do not neeil to be 
told why Christian Scientists jiro grate- 
ful to Mrs. Eddy. 

III. Mind, Man, and Machine 

Christian Science teaches that God 
is .Mind. Since God is Mln<l. it fol- 
lows that He is tlio only .Mind. He 
is infinite int<*lligenc»>. His creation 
rellects Him. That is to say, God’s 
crealimi Is wholly spiritual, never ma- 
terial. It is governed liy God. It is 
a ( teal ion whi( li consists of ldi!us pure, 
perfe( I. and eternal. This is not hard 
to und(M‘stand when we stop to con- 
sid(!r that tlie First Cause must of 
neci- sity be Spirit. Matter could not 
possibly originate Itself, and Spirit’s 
creations must resemble their author 
iti .siihstance and charact(?r. To learn 
how or where a false, material vli'W 
of c reation originated. Is of less im- 
portance than to understand how it 
is to bo overcome. And to ovc-rcome 
this false sense, with all its attend- 
ant mortality and discord, is the work 


arated tho real, tho Godlike, from 
the false, tho ungodllke. He did 
it for himself and he did it for others. 
Those whom ho taught and healed 
receivi'd these glimpses of their true 
nature in varying measure. For ex- 
ample. tho New Testament tells us 
of one occasion when Jesus healed ten 
lepers. The healing Christ appeared 
to these men In such a form as they 
could understand and perceive. All 
ten were healed physically and re- 
deetiK'd socially. One of them let 
a little more of his spiritual nature 
shine through the mists of mortality 
than did the others, for he returned 
to Jesus and expressed gratitude for 
his healing. By that simple act he 
gained a stronger hold on eternal life 
than ho had before. It should be 
remembered that gratitude is always 
a powerful factor in lifting us above 
a sick, discordant picture of ourself. 
Even in the darkest hours. gratitud»‘ 
lightens the gloom. It opens the 
windows of consciousness to receive 
more of tho Christ-light. 

Th(> inward voice which bids us 
distinguish right from wrong we often 
speak of us the voice of conscience. 
We all have tho ability, and we should 
all have the desire, to place our- 
selves on the right side, on tho God- 
like* side, of every situation in wlilch 
wo find ourselves, in no other way 
can we (‘xpect to overcome evil with 
good, sickness with hoaltli, or want 
with abundance. Sometimes wo may 
b(* tempted to (|Uostion the promptings 
of conscience, or to disregard them. 
W(? need to rememb(‘r that only by 
learning to di.stingulsh right from 
wrong can W(? recognize Christ. Chris- 
tian Science teaches us to develop 
this power of right judgment through 
a growing understanding of God us 
divine Principle. Wrong education, 
false habits of thought, and especial- 
ly aggn.*sslve mental suggestion, may 
dull this voice of conscience, but 
they can never w’holly silence It. Even 
haiabmed wrongdoers may catch Its 
echoes and writhe in pangs of fear 
and remorse. Through Christian Sci- 
i?nc(* human thought patterns Itself 
more and more after tho divine model, 
and the Inward, silent monitor grad- 
ually becomes a compelling force. 'Fo 
understand God strengthens eve*y 
right inclination; it exposes and sifts 
out wrong Inclinations and purposes. 
It renders us immune to evil, seen 
or unse(*n. In Christian Science we 
learn that to bo on tho side of evil 
Is to be cut off from tho protection 
of God. Tho first stop away from evil 
is a very easy one to take, for it Is 
simply to desire good in an unselfish 
way. Every step toward good Is a 
stej) toward God. Every step toward 
G(td is a step toward overcoming evil, 
and toward freedom from the suffesr- 
ing which inevitably comes from in- 
dulging evil, fearing it, or ignoring 
it. Clirlstian Science delivers us from 
our own ignorunco and wickedness, 
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Machines of steel, political machines, 
and machines of subtle propaganda and 
suggestion can never take from man 
ills rightful place, nor obstruct his 
progress Godward. Th(*y cannot con- 
demn him to do a single unprincipled 
act, nor use him to harm his fellow- 
men. Christ saves us in the modern 
world. 

IV. "Forgive Us Our Debts” 

A Christian Scientist does not try 
to overcome evil by forgetting it or 
ignoring it. He does not need to. 
Christian Selence teaches him how to 
overcome evil scientifically and de- 
stroy it completely. The Christian 
Scientist learns how to cast evil out 
of his consciousness, to heal its sup- 
posed scars, and to forgive the evil- 
doer. Wrong is never lessened by for- 
getting it or ignoring It. Just as long 
as it appears to us to be real, to have 
a past, present, or future, just so long 
will it be capable of harming us. When 
a specific belief in evil is examined in 
the light of the Christ, It disappears 
from our lives. Its unlikeness to God, 
to spiritual reality, has been recog- 
nized. When your belief in the reality 
of an evil di.sappears, its seeming ef- 
fects on your body, your pocketbook, 
or your home, will also disappear. 
When evil loses its power to deceive 
you, it loses its power to harm you. 
Our discordant experiences begin in 
thought before they express them- 
selves in physical results. This is 
true whether we accept evil impres- 
sions consciously or ignorantly. Evil 
will cease to appear in the proportion 
that our thoughts become illumined by 
Christ. Evil has no mind to think and 
no power to act. 

To pray aright is to forgive. A 
Christian Scientist learns that to be 
free from evil he must free himself 
from the belief that man can in real- 
ity do wrong or .suffer wrong. Good 
intentions and promises unfulfilled do 
not suffice to pay a debt. Justice In- 
sists that our obligations must bo car- 
ried out and our creditors paid. In 
just the sumo way, God’s law de- 
mands that evil must be scientifically 
canceled and forgiven. It is not 
enough to let it lie dormant in con- 
sciousness. It must be seen to be nei- 
ther offense, offender, nor victim. This 
scientific forgiveness Is accomplished 
through prayer. Prayer in Christian 
Science is no arrow shot at a venture. 
It is not a plea for material benefits 
or personal favors. It is more than 
merely hoping or demanding that the 
divine power may miraculously inter- 
vene. Scientific prayer is a spiritual 
understanding that God, Spirit, is tho 
only cause, and that Ho sustains man 
in every right endeavor. It includes 
the willingness to bo purified of ail 
within ourselves which obstructs our 
obedience to God’s demands. Within 
God’s allness no wrong purpose, no 
ignorant apathy, no misguided endea- 
vor, can have place or power. When 
our path seems to bo obstructed by 
wrong or apathy or willfulness — our 
own or someone’s else — let us be 
prompt and ready to test our position 
by scientific prayer. Lot us bo sure 
that wo are harboring neither selfish 
desires nor a fear that evil can oper- 
ate through us or against us. Only 
in tile purity of the Christ-light can it 
be proved that evil is an illusion. 

Honesty is a sure dofonse against 
dishonesty, when based on spiritual 


understanding. It censes then to be 
merely a personal, privately owned at- 
tribute; it is seen to be the power of 
God made manifest in such a form ns 
mortals can understand and perceive. 
Scientific honesty finds joy in pay- 
ing just debts, and in satisfying human 
obligations. It does much more than 
that. It brings out of hiding dishon- 
est motives, subtle schemes, sinister 
conspiracies. It strips them of power. 
It brings them into the light of tho 
Christ, where they may be seen and 
judged for what they actually are, and 
not for what they may have falsely 
seemed to be. Whatever there la in 
you which Is Chrlstllke — and honesty 
accompanies all that is Chrlstllke — is 
enforced by the power of omnipotence. 
It reflects the divine power which cor- 
rects evgry erroneous condition oppos- 
ing or conflicting with a Chrlstllke 
purpose. He whose thinking has been 
purified by Christian Science seeks to 
express honesty in his dealings with 
his fellow-men. He need then no long- 
er fear to be victimized by the dis- 
honesty of others. Honesty not only 
pays debts but it collects just debts. 
This is because divine forgiveness can- 
cels the fear that shortcomings or 
shortages could ever subtract from 
the completeness of man as God sees 
him. The son of God is not a help- 
less mark for evil to shoot at. Hon- 
esty is no passive quality, at the mer- 
cy of imposition and trickery. It la 
open-eyed, vigilant, and alert. All that 
belongs to God, or has its source in 
God, is active and effective in resist- 
ing evil. 

Christian Scientists pray, "Forgive 
us our debts, as we forgive our debt- 
ors.” Debt, debtor, and creditor 
cense to be stumbling blocks to har- 
mony ns the perfection of God’s crea- 
tion becomes for us a more firmly es- 
tablished conviction. Love illumines, 
honesty supports, and spiritual under- 
standing executes the divine purpose. 
T,ove, honesty, and understanding may 
be gained by all who are willing to 
use them. Wherever God is, there 
they are. Take your debts into this 
Christ-light. Examine yourself, and 
through prayer and reformation can- 
cel whatever there Is in your thought 
and conduct which accepts, or believes 
in, or permits unbalanced accounts. Be 
as willing to check extravagance as 
you are to escape from limitation. 
Above all, do to others as you would 
have them do to you. Doing this faith- 
fully you will find the way to pay your 
debts, and all that is rightfully due 
you will be made up to you In God’s 
own loving way. Debts of nations as 
well as of individuals can be paid 
when it is learned that obedience to 
God’s law of honesty impoverishes no 
one. and blesses all. Justice, not sel- 
fishness. extravagance, nor craftiness, 
countersigns every check drawn on 
the bank of divine Love. 

Your biggest debt Is to meet God’s 
demand that you shall see yourself 
and your neighbor as God’s own chil- 
dren, forever free from sin, sickness, 
and limitation. Christian Science is 
a religion of doing and overcoming. 
Christian Science insists that noth- 
ing is too good to be true. It refuses 
to justify evil; It never admits that 
evil is incurable. A Christian Scien- 
tist should not shrink from the strug- 
gles with evil which accompany his 
earnest efforts to obey God’s law. 
Through these very struggles, he Is be- 
ing led out of the harsh wilderness of 
fear and human will, and into paths 
of beauty and peace. Beauty belongs 
to God’s children. It belongs to their 
countenances, to their homes, and to 
their relations with others. It is not 
merely skin-deep: It is not dependent 
on material luxuries or physical em- 
bellishments: It Is not at the mercy 
of envy or decay. It is the fine flower 
of Chrlstllke thinking; it is Christ in 
the modern world. As we learn to 
forgive scientifically, we shall come 
into a fuller understanding of these 
words of Mrs. Eddy’s (Science and 
Health, p. 246): "Man, governed by 
immortal Mind, Is always beautiful 
and grand. Each succeeding year un- 
folds wisdom, beauty,, and holiness. 
Life is eternal. We should find this 
out, and begin the demonstration there- 
of. Life and goodness are immortal. 
Let us then shape our views of ex- 
istence into loveliness, freshness, and 
continuity, rather than into age and 
blight.” 


V. Christian Science Healing 

In Mrs. Eddy’s illustrated poem, 
“Christ and Christmas,” there Is an 
illustration which depicts very clearly 
how healing is accomplished in Chris- 
tian Science. The picture is accom- 
panied by these lines (pp. 27, 2D): 

"Forever present, bounteous, free, 
Christ comes In gloom; 

And aye, with grace towards you 
and me. 

For health makes room.” 

It portrays the healer standing within 
the Christ-light, earnestly realizing 
that the healing Christ is actually pres- 
ent. Standing in that light, the healer 
is able to draw the sick within the 
healing rays, and even a bystander 
sliares to some extent in the spiritual 
illumination. A Christian Scientist 
cannot heal sickness by believing that 
sickness is real, that God sends it or 
permits it. To believe that sickness 
is real is mental darkness. The 
Christ-light is not the privileged 
possession of a few, for it is the very 
light of all light, "which lighteth ev- 
ery man that cometh into tho world.” 
To realize this truth is prayer which 
heals. Such prayer fearlessly affirms 
man’s unity with God, and denies real- 
ity to whatever error may seem to 
cloud tho patient’s consciousness. It 
inquires no aid from material remedies 
or from medical diagnosis. Its results 
prove that it is scientific. The patient’s 
thought is released from fear, and, 
meekly receptive, he becomes respon- 
sive to the loving affirmations of his 
spiritual nature. With this awaken- 
ing of coiiHciousnoss, sickness dlsap- 
piuirs. It is healed because it never 
was real, and because its unreality was 
exposed through Chrlstluin Science. 
Actually it never was more than an ag- 
gressive suggestion which obsessed the 
patient’s thought and cast its shadow 
upon his body. 

Speaking of Jesus' triumphant 
achievomonts, Mrs. Eddy has said 
(Science and Health, p. 64): "The 
world acknowledged not his rlghteous- 
iiess, seeing it not; but earth received 


the harmony his glorified example in- 
troduced.” So also can It be said of 
the coming of Christian Science into 
the modern world. Christian Science 
has profoundly Influenced the thought 
even of those who ignorantly oppose 
It. Our hospitals today are brighter 
and more cheerful than they were 
when Science and Health was first 
given to the world In 1875. Our med- 
ical physicians are more concerned 
with the mental states of their pa- 
tients than they were then. Today few- 
er diseases are said to bo incurable. 
Sickness and death are less often spo- 
ken of as God-sent. There is less dam- 
nation and gloom in funeral sermons. 
You may explain these changes as 
you will, but you cannot deny that 
they are changes for the better, and 
that they are tendencies which poinf 
in tho direction of Christian Science 
and not away from its teachings. Tho 
faithful Christian Scientists who, often 
unrecognized, have stood and worked 
by tho light of the Christ, as Chris- 
tian Science reveals it, have not la- 
bored in vain. Little by little their 
own light has grown brighter and they 
have become more successful healers. 
Through their faithful affirmations of 
truth, and their spiritual understanding, 
the world has steadily grown in the 
past seventy years to a stronger ex- 
pectation of good. Through Chris- 
tian Science, Christ touches tho 
thought of the entire world. Little by 
little humanity is awaking. The cla- 
mor of evil in tho world need not de- 
ceive a Christian Scientist who has 
himself experienced Christ’s healing 
power. A Christian Scientist does not 
worry; he prays. Why worry, when 
you can pray? 

When .Jesus healed the centurion’s 
servant at a distance, he proved that 
space is not an obstacle to healing. 
Christian Science strongly emphasizes 
this. The truth about man can never 
be prevented by distance from reach- 
ing his consciousness in such a form 
as ho can understand and respond to. 
Space, after all, la only a conventional, 
man-made belief — as much man-made 
as the punctuation mark which sepa- 
rates two printed sentences. Man can 
never be separated from tho real facts 
of his being, nor from the recognition 
of them. Christian Science healing is 
not accomplished by thought waves 
or hypnotic suggestion. It la the truth 
about man intelligently affirmed and 
held to. The sick are being healed 
every day through Christian Science, 
even when they seem to be a long 
distance away from their healers. This 
great reform in tho practice of heal- 
ing is a blessing to tho human race. 

Christian Science has proved its 
power to heal all kinds of human 
ailments, physical, moral, and finan- 
cial. Christian Science healing is the 
natural result of scientific mental ac- 
tion. Wlien healing has been long de- 
layed. and It seems that your patience 
is being tested almost beyond en- 
durance. then is the time to ask. 
Am I standing in the Christ-light? 
The truth about man is that today, 
at this very hour, he is spiritual, not 
material.' Ho is governed hy God, 
good,^ not hy false theories of sin 
and disease. In the proportion that 
the individual human consciousness 
becomes responsive to these profound 
facts of being, sin and disease are 
seen as illusions, and they are healed. 
They disappear because their unreal- 
ity has been exposed. You may give 
your assent to this in a general way. 
as a child gives Its assent to the mul- 
tiplication table before It has learned 
to apply and to prove It. That Is 
not enough. Intellectual assent or con- 
sent does not take the place of spir- 
Itual understanding. Human think- 
ing, based on the conventional logic 
of material action and reaction, cause 
and effect, lacks the power to heal. 
It Is Christ w'hich heals. 

When your thought is clouded by 
fear, you are shutting out tho Christ- 
light. Discouragement, hate, wrong 
desire, self-condemnation, self-pity, self- 
justification, love of ease In matter — 
these shut out the light. You must 
not stand under dark clouds like these 
when you are seeking tho healing 
warmth of the Chrlst-rays. If you are 
sincerely seeking to be healed by 
Christ, you must bo willing to part 
from them, even at tho cost of many 
a stirring struggle with selL Take 
your stand boldly and patiently for 
Godlikeness, and strive meekly to ex- 
press it. You have nothing to lose. 
Do not let fear or superstition argue 
that you may have to w’alt until you 
have reached perfection befon* receiv- 
ing the healing which you seek. If 
that were required, most Cliristlan 
Scientists would still be waiting for 
their first healing in Christian Sci- 
ence. Right desire is the first step, 
sincerity the second, along the path 
which leads you into tho Christ-light. 
Once your feet are planted In that 
path, your healing will come as surely 
as morning overtakes the night. Stand 
in the Christ-light fearlessly. Tho 
nowborn babe, In spite of its Ignorance, 
its helplessness. Its poverty, finds it- 
self surrounded by a mother’s love. 
So does tho Christ Illumine your steps 
in Christian Science with wisdom, pro- 
tection. and comfort from on high. 
Not through human theories and be- 
liefs, hut through divine Jjove, Inex- 
haustihle and just at hand, Christ 
comes into the modern world with heal- 
ing for you. 

VI. There Is No Matter 

To bring Christ into your own world, 
into your own conscious experience, 
there are some mental windows which 
you must open. Ohedlence, watchful- 
ness, and self-forgetfulness are tlireo 
which will let in much light. With 
these windows open, you will have 
far less to fear from matter and Its 
supposed laws and action. In reality 
there is no matter. Matter is think- 
ing wlilch lias gone wrong. It is Im- 
perfect, Incorrect thinking. It is ig- 
norant. and snmotim(‘B willfully ig- 
norant, thinking. I>o not ho dis- 
couraged bec'uuso there seems to be 
such a lot of It all around you ev(>ry- 
where. Op(‘ii your mental windows 
wider; turn your gaze upward. The 
Clirist will pour in its rays, awak- 
ing you to more harmonious thoiiglits 
and actions. When you give up your 
faith in mat ter, you will lose noth- 
ing whicli niak(‘H for harmonious liv- 
ing, true happiness, or (uiduring 
wealth. Matter, whatever form it may 
seem to take, testifies to nothing

a complaisant, satisfied, personal life 
apart from our fellow’ man. for ail 
true living is social thought of others. 
We must adjust our ow’n attitudes 
and utilize all our powers. We must 
accept new’ philosophies and rapid 
change; must provide definite, con- 
crete, and timely programs against 
those forces undermining the well- 
being of our people and producing 
many of the social maladjustments 
of the present day.” 

Gathering for the Convention 

Betw’een 7,000 and 8,000 d^i^R&t^s 
and clubwomen from every State in 
the Union and from twenty-five for- 
eign countries, thronged the city for 
the Convention, representing 14,500 
w’omen’s clubs, w’lth a total member- 
ship of about 2,000,000 w’omen. It 
might be added here that among re- 
ports given during the Convention 
Mrs. William Waller Slayden of Los 
Angeles, chairman of the Federation 
Extension committee reported the 
Federation’s membership had in- 
creased 37.836 last year, with Penn- 
sylvania show’lng the largest gain, and 
Vermont. North Carolina. Tennessee, 
and Utah follow’lng In the order named. 

This is change and growth. Indeed, 
looking Into the past, as the Fed- 
eration nears the fiftieth anniversary 
of its founding. At the call of the 
Sorosls Club of New’ York, delegates 
from 61 W’omen’s clubs met March 
20. 1889, in Madison Square Theater. 
New’ York. Success of this meeting 
led to organization efforts w’hlch re- 
sulted In the first meeting of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
in New York. April 23. 1890. 

Looking back upon those days it 
is noteworthy to realize that among 
groups of women attending the Con- 
vention. and holding business meet- 
ings in side-session, there w’as the 
Pan-Pacific Women’s Association, com- 
posed of w’omen from countries border- 
ing the Pacific Ocean, of which Mary 
L. Bollert, Dean of Women of the 
University of British Columbia at Van 
(■Oliver, is president. They made plans 
to meet in New’ Zealand in 1940. And 
there was the Western Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, a group w’orking with- 
in the General Federation in the west- 
ern United States, which elected Miss 
Josephine G. Seaman, of La Jolla. 
Calif., as president. Mrs. Robert B. 
Atwood, of Anchorage, .\laska. pro- 

posed a lO-day round trip to .\laska 
for the Western Federation ill 1939 
and the Federation voted to consider 
the Invitation. 

Perliaps notliiug brings home more 
forcefully the emauclpation and prog- 
ress of women in matters lieyoiul the 
kitchen range and the broom, than 
learning of the ftirmation of such 

groups and of tlieir plans! 

Tliere were many more personal and 
individual occurrences which held ap- 
peal and proclaimed the universal 
frieiidliuess and nearness of the 

W’omen gatliered from all corners of 
the glolie. One outstanding one. in 
which the women delighted to pay 
friendly liomage was the interest in 
Mrs. Roliert R. Atwood, of Anchorage. 
Alaska, who was acclaimed as hav- 

ing come the greatest distance to at- 
tend the meeting. Mrs. .-Xtwood jour- 
neyed more tlian 5.000 miles to her 
first General Federation session. With 
Mrs. H. P. Hansan. Ketchikan, she is 
representing 7t'0 members in Alaska

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


THREE BROKEN RECORDS 
PUT NEWTON ON TOP 

Track Team Wins Last Har- 
vard Meet 

Xewton High annexed another Inter- 
scholastlc track title Saturday when 
Its three outstanding stars each set 
up a new mark In their individual .spe- 
cialties. The three new marks be- 
come permanent as It was announced 
following the meet that the annual af- 
fair. under the sponsorship of Har- 
vard University would be discontin- 
ued. Frank Hines in the dash. Don 
.MacKinnon In the hurdles and Billy 
PescosoHdo In the high jump were 
the Newton athletes who chalked up 
the new marks, which with a third 
In the hurdles by Nell Cheney gave 
them 18 points for a clean cut win. 
Mechanics Arts High with 11 points 
was a surprise second with five other 
schools finishing between lOt^ and 8 
points and twelve other schools di- 
viding the remainder. 

The discontinuance of the Harvard 
meet after 53 years of competition Is 
due primarily to two reasons. Ac- 
cording to the official statement the 
University feels that It has done 
Its part in pioneering In certain sports 
when schools lacked facilities to or- 
ganize their own meets and that now 
that the schools are equipped and able 
to do so that Harvard’s cooperation 
Is no longer needed. This is empha- 
sized by the fact that the Fitchburg 
relay carnival and the Weymouth In- 
terscholastics were also held last Sat- 
urday. Again with the State Asso- 
. elation meet coming a week later the 
Harvard meet is only a warm-up or 
the other is an anti-climax. 

Thus the new marks, eleven of them 
all told In the three divisions of the 
meet, will go down In the permanent 
records. Three factors were present 
which enabled the setting up of the 
new marks, first of course being the 
talents of the athletes, second the real 
warm sun. and third a track made 
lightning fast by Friday’s light rain 
and the Intervening dry spell. 

In Class B for larger high scliools 
four new marks were set with three 
of them going to Conch Enoch’s 
charges. Hines was the first to show 
with a 10s clocking in his trial heat 
In the 100-ynrd dash. This mark shat- 
tered a 10.1 mark set in a provlons 
heat by Concannnn of Boston hinglish. 
which in turn shattered the former 
record of 10.2 made In 1930. and 
equalled by Walker of Everett und 
Wood of Lowell, other heat winners 
on Saturday prior to Hines and Con- 
cannon’s efforts. Hines took Wesley 
Taylor. Roxhury Memorial colored 
sprinter in this trial heat. In the first 
semi-final. Hines broke the tape in 
lO.ls ahead of Walker, and Taylor and 
Concannon did 10.2 with Wood second 
and Friary of Mechanic .\rts third. In 
the final. Hines came from third In the 
last 50 yards to break the tape in 10s 
flat ‘again to equal his own new murk 
with Concannon. Walker Friary and 
Taylor finishing In the other positions 
with Wood being shut out. 

MacKlunou, defending his 1937 ti- 
tle. won hLs first trial heat handily In 
14,6. In the first semi-final, with Sum- 
ner Woolfson of Brookline on his heels 
the Xewton hurdler was clocked In an 
even 14.s to shatter the old mark of 
14.2 made by John Donovan, former 
Lawrence star, now concluding his 
college career at Dartmouth. Neil Che- 
ney. who also qualified In the trials, 
finished second to Lisle of Lowell in 
the other semi-final. MacKinnon won 
the final by at least seven yards over 
Lisle with Cheney third. Woolfson 
fourth and Francis of Boston English 
fifth. MacKinnon's effort in this race 
earned him a 13.9s clocking for an 
even better murk. 

Pe.scosolido, not to he outdone by 
his running teammates. leaped to a 
new high mark In the high jump when 
he successfully negotiated a 6 ft. 2 in. 
height, displacing the former record 
of Ehiichs of Ridgewood. X. .1.. in l!»3o. 
by a half Inch. 

Arthur Hughes of Xewton iilaced 
third in the third heat of the I40yard 
run in which heat only the winner, 
Keenan of Lynn Engll.sli was fast 
enough to figure In the point scoring 
with a fourth in the place division on 
basis of times made in the trials. Basil 
Babcock of Xewton was third in the 
second heat of the 880-yard run but 
missed out by the barest of marglu.s 
in getting points on the award by a 
time basis. 

Tomorrow Xewton Is a heavy favor- 
ite for the state meet In which the run- 
ners will not he as restricted as at 
Harvard when limited to but one event. 
In the State meet on the Xewton 
track the restriction will ho to one 
track and one field event if the track 
event is over 140 yards or over, two 
track events and one field event If 
220-yards or under, and to two field 
events. 

This will permit Hines to double 
In the sprints, PescosoHdo to double 
in the jumps and MacKinnon to dou- 
ble in the hurdles, both high and low. 
On Monday the Xewton squad will go 
to Mt. Hermon Academy at Northfleld 
for the interscholastic meet there 
wlilch succeeds the former Amherst In- 
terscholastic which title Newton has 
won .several times In the post decade.

NEWTON NET TEAM WINS 
THREE IN SEMI-FINALS 

Placing three players In the semi 
finals of the 11th annual interschol- 
astic tennis tournament under the aus- 
pices of Newton High School the 
orange and black overwhelmed all op- 
po.sition to win Its fourth consecutive 
title. The early rounds were held on 
the Newton school courts on Saturday 
and the semi finals and final rounds 
at the Newton Centre Squash Tennis 
Club courts on Tuesday. 

The surprise of the tournament was 
the playing of Ernie Johnson, fourth 
ranking Newton player. He scored 
two major upsets, ousting third-seeded 
Dick Johnson of Lynn EJngllsh In 
the first round and eliminating Pred 
O’Brien of Quincy, another seeded 
player. In the quarter-final round. This 
last match, a gruelling affair, went 
2% hours to a final score of 6 — 4, 5 — 7, 
7—5. 

Bill Power of Worcester North, de- 
fending champion and first seeded 
player, rode Into the semi-finals with 
ea.se where he met A1 Everts of New- 
ton. fourth .seeded. Defeating Everts, 
6 — 3, 2 — 6. 6 — 3 he then went on to 
vanquish Don Manchester, second seed- 
ed and top ranking Newton player
